THE LATEST. 


A dispatch from Tslngtau. Shantung, 
peninsula. China, says that twenty-five 
Russian warships have been sighted 
off Vanfong. The news from Man¬ 
churia Indicate* that another land bat¬ 
tle of Importance may be fought soon. 
tin Field Marshal Oyama Is apparently 
getting ready* to assume offensive op¬ 
erations on an extensive scale. The 
rumors of the approaching return of 
Gen. Kuropntkin from the front seem 
tet be definitely confirmed, and It Is 
srcld that Gen. Zaroubaleff. of the 
Fourth East Siberian Corps. wlM be 
his successor. Failing health is the 
reason assigned for Kuropatkin's re¬ 
turn to St. Petersburg. Four Russian 
torpedo boat destroyers seized and 
burned a small sailing vessel westward 
of Hokkaido. 


Comparative quiet reigned yesterday 
In the business districts of Chicago, 
and only two riots worthy of the name 
occurred during the day. Mayor Dunne 
has appointed a committee to Investi¬ 
gate charges made by the Employers’ 
Association against labor leaders, and 
counter charges against the employers. 
Both the Mayor and Sheriff Barrett ex¬ 
press the belief that the situation Is 
well under control. Sheriff Barrett yes¬ 
terday refused to swear in a number 
of tiegn»es ns deputies, saying that such 
action would be likely to bring about a 
race war. 


HUNG JURY 


After a second declaration to the 
court that agreement was lnvj>ot*dble. 
the Jury In tihe Hnrgts case at Lexing¬ 
ton Was dilKchargM. Ten of the «Juror* 
i were for acquittal nnd two of them 
refused to be changed from the belief 
that be should be convicted. He was 
ordered l*ack to JmlL and a motion for 
ball, argued by the attorneys, will be 
passed upon Monday morning. No sur- 
prlt-‘ was caused by the outcome of 
the trlnj. as under the instructions of 
Judge Parker, no ouv looked for a con¬ 
viction. 


Mrs. J. \V. Gray, sold to be the widow 
of a Chicago broker, and believed to 
be wealthy, committed suicide In her 
room at the Hotel Imperial In New 
York, yesterday, by shooting. She left 
some letters. In which It appeared that 
disappointment In love was the cause 
of the deed. The man to whom the let¬ 
ters were addressed was said to be 
married. Mrs. Gray left a sister and 
niece In New Orleans. 


Jesse P. Lyman, former president of 
the National Packing Company, was 
put on the stand by the Federal grand 
Jury In Chicago yesterday. He Is sup¬ 
posed to know all about the operations 
of the bSef packers, and when he 
emerged from the grand Jury room his 
face showed great anxiety. It Is said 
officials of certain packing companies 
have made arrangements to give bond 
as soon as Indictments are returned. 


An L. and N. passenger train, bound 
for Louisville from Cincinnati, left the 
track on a curvo at Sulphur. Ky„ yes¬ 
terday afternoon, killing the engineer, 
John G. Buxe, of Louisville, and in¬ 
juring eight others. The engine and 
mail car and hnggage cars were piled 
in a heap thirty feet fro mthe track, 
which was tom up for a hundred 
yards. Only three passengers were In¬ 
jured. 

The Investigation by the Federal 
grand Jury In New York Into the opera¬ 
tions of the tobacco trust la a part of 
the work of the Department of Justice, 
started months ago with the purpose 
of procuring evidence for future use. 
The Inquiry’ was ordered on complaint 
of the Kentucky and Tennessee Plant¬ 
ers’ Association, and has been going on 
In Tennessee as well as New York. 


The grand jury at Pekin. Ill., ho« re¬ 
turned Indictments against officials of 
the Standard Oil Company on the 
charge of having procured one of their 
secret service agents to swear he 
owned a horse and wagon when It 
really belonged to the Standard. The 
Standard's alleged purpose was to 
brV&k up a competing oil peddler's bus. 
and was successful. 


The President's party broke camp In 
the Colorado mountains yesterday 
morning and rode horseback thirty 
nUlvS to Glen wood Springs. The party 
bagged ten bears, the President kill¬ 
ing foqr. Rain or snow fell almost con¬ 
tinually while they .w*«re In camp. He 
will leave GI«*nw*ood Springs to-morrow 
on the return trip to Washington. 


A railroad blockade which prevails 
at Chadbum, N. C., has caused the 
loss of hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars* worth of berries. Many carloads 
of the rotting fruit are being dumped 
into the rtver. The farmers are filing 
large claims for damages for breach 
of contract to provide shipping facili¬ 
ties.

In Hargis Case Discharg¬ 
ed By Judge Parker. 


AN AGREEMENT IMPOSSIBLE. 


Ten Were For Acqiiittnl 
und r>vo For Conviction. 


THE LATTER WERE FIRM 


AND COULD NOT BE MOVED BY 
THE OTHERS. 


ACCUSED BACK IN JAIL 


Question of Ball Will Be Passed Upon 
By the Court Monday. 


HOW THE TWELVE VOTED. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 0 —[Special ]— 
After having spent the entire morning 
from 7 o'clock in the Jury room, the 
twelve men at 12:35 o'clock I his after¬ 
noon flrmJly announced through their 
foreman that they were hopelessly 
hung and were discharged. It was the 
second time they had asked to be d!«- 
charged, the first time, at 10:30 o'clork, 
the Judge having sent them back to 
their room with directions to make 
further effort* toward agreement. Even 
then Foreman Scully declared the men 
could not agree even were the oxirt 
to keep them on the ease three weeks. 

There wto* no demonstration in the 
court room when Judge Parker declared 
the Jury discharged and ordered the 
accused Hargis lvack to Jail. Practically 
no one expected a conviction and a 
hung Jury was generally regarded, .in 
view of the court's Instructions to the 
Jury, as the most the Commonwealth 
could hope for. 

• • • 

The Day In the Court Room. 

The members of the Jury were taken 
to room in the courthouse short¬ 

ly before 7 o'clock and when Judge 
Parker entered the court room at 9 
o'clock the room was crowded, but they 
w ere kept on the anxious sent fur some 
time as no effort was mode by Judge 
Parker to ascertain 4f there was any 
likelihood of & verdict being reached. 
At 10:30 o'clock Deputy Sheriff Ben 
Frecknmn stated to Judge Parker that 
the Jury hnd asked that they be al 
lowed to come into the court room for 
the purjM>a© of tcJUng the court the 
outlook. When the Jury filed into the 
room Foreman Scully said to the court 
that he believed It would be impossible 
for the Jury* to reach an agreement 
even If they were kept together for 
three weeks. 

Juror S. R. Buchanan then addressed 
the court and said that he had been 
asked by the other members to say 
that the Jury stood at that time In ex¬ 
actly the same position as on the sec¬ 
ond ballot lutft night. Judge Parker told 
them he did not want to keep them 
together unnecessarily, but he felt that 
they should make another effort to 
reach a conclusion and asked them to 
retire again, and If they hud not 
reached a verdict by the noon hour he 
would send for them again. 

During these few remarks by the 
court and members of the Jury the de 
fendarvt Hargis occupied his usual seat 
In the court room surrounded by his 
wife and daughter and some of his 
counsel, and the prisoner kept a close 
watch on the faces of the Jurors to de¬ 
tect, If possible, any ray of hope that 
might be given him. 

After the Jury hnd retired again the 
crowd remained seated In the court 
room and counted the minutes until 
some signal should b^ given that a 
verdict had been found or until Judge 
Parker should send for them again. 
As the minutes rolled by, counsel on 
either side of the case would wend their 
way Into the private office of Judge 
Parker ami out again, and this pro 
ceedlng was continued until 12:55 
o'clock when word was sent to Judge 
Parker that the jury was anxious to 
be ollowed to make another statement 
to the court. 

• • • 

Agreement Impossible. 

As the Jury filed Into the court room 
the seennd time they were directed to 
the Jury* box. nnd It was then believed 
thaa a verdict had been reached, but 
after taking their seats Juror Buchan¬ 
an again addressed the court and sold 
that It would be Impossible for them to 
agree if they were kept together for six 
weeks. Judge Parker asked each Juror 
individually If the statement made by 
Juror Buchanan was his own feeling, 
and they ununlmously agreed that It 
was. Judge Parker then said he was 
reluctant to discharge the Jury, but 
that If they really felt that It was use¬ 
less to longer deliberate on the case, 
he would discharge them. 

• • • 

After the Discharge. 


After the Jury had been discharged 
the members freely discussed the situ¬ 
ation In the Jury room, and said that 
on the first ballot lust night the Jury 
stood nine for acquittal and three for 
conviction, but on the second ballot 
Juror Buchanan went over to the side 
uf the defense, while Jurors John Scul¬ 
ly and Roger Gannon held out for 
conviction and refused to be moved 
by the pleadings of their fellow Jurors 
acquit the Breathitt County Judge. 


When the Jury was finally discharged 
by Judge Parker many of tht m rushed 
to where Hargis and members of his 
family were seated nnd shook his hand 
and expressed belief in his Innocence. 

The position taken by the two Jurors 
who held out for conviction was one 
of the greatest surprises of the entire 
trial, as It was confidently believed 
that both of them w*ere stanch friends 
and admirers of Attorney E. P. Far¬ 
rell. and would be swayed to his side 
of the case. When the Jury was being 
selected Attorney Farrell, who had 
charge of that feature of the case for 
the defense, willingly accepted both 
Scully and Gannon without making 
any effort to challenge them for cause 
after they had been accepted by the 
Commonwealth. 

• • • 

Expected Acquittal. 

All during the morning hours while 
the Jury was deliberating on the case 
Hargis spent the time in the corridor 
of the courthouse talking to friends. 
He frequently expressed himself as 
confident of acquittal and claimed to 
have Information that ten of the Jury 
w*ere for acquittal, and was of the 
opinion that those ten would be able 
to bring the remaining two to his able 
of the case. Whether or not Hargis 
had received any positive Information 
regarding the standing of the Jury last 
night or this morning Is not known, but 
It Is certain that when the Jury was 
discharged It was found to be Just 
an Hargis had predicted. 

While every effort was made to find 
out from the different Jurors as to the 
opinion held by them before the In¬ 
structions were given by the court none 
of them would make any expression 
and refused to say whether or not they 
could have found the defendant guilty 
of being an accessory before the fact 
had the court Instructed them on that 
point 

• • • 

As the Jury Stood. 

The men who voted for acquittal were 
John W. Lancaster, George D. Kars- 
ner, Fred Roeser, J. H. Tucker, James 
Friley, C. W. Hardman, David McCord, 
C. J. Graves. Jr., Samuel Buchanan and 
S. C. Robinson, while Roger Gannon 
and John Scully held out for convic¬ 
tion. 

• • * 

Question of Bail. 

As soon as the court had discharged 
the Jury Attorney Webb stated to Judge 
Parker that another application for ball 
for James Hargis would be made at 
once and efforts w*ere made to find 
Commonwealth's Attorney John R. Al¬ 
len. but Judge Parker stated that owing 
to the lateness of the hour he would 
set the hearing of the motion at 2:30 
o'clock. At that hour Col. Allen and 
Mr. Bronston. for the Commonwea 1th, 
and all of the attorneys for the defense 
were present. Brief arguments were 
made in support of the motion by Judge 
Morton and Mr. Webb, while both Col. 
Allen and Mr. Bronston opposed the 
motion briefly After hearing the argu¬ 
ments Judge Parker said he saw* no rea- 
son why ten men on a Jury voting for 
the acquittal should entitle him to ball, 
but suld. however, he would take the 
matter under advisement until Monday 
morning, and in the meantime he w*ouId 
look up the authorities bearing on the 
question at Issue. He said that at this 
time he was unwilling to recede from 
his original ruling on the question of 
hall. 

• • • 

Takes Dinner At a Cafe. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he Is 
under indictment for murder and held 
a prisoner In the rounty Jail without 
ball, Hargis was allowed to dine in a 
private dining-room In the Phoenix 
Hotel cafe In company with Deputy 
Jailer W. J. Ahenrn. Hargis accom¬ 
panied by the deputy Jailer started to 
dinner at 1 o'clock, just after the Jury 
sitting In the case had announced Its 
failure to reach a verdict and had been 
discharged by Judge Parker. 

Ever since his confinement In the 
Fayette county Jail, Hargis has had 
the meals of himself ami Elbert Har¬ 
gis and Sheriff Callahan sent to the Jail 
from a hotel, but to-day was the first 
time he was nUnwed the privilege of 
eating outside the confines of the prison 
cell, so far as could be learned upon 
Inquiry at the Jail. 

When asked this afternoon If Hargis 
hnd been eating outside of the jail at 
various times si no* the trial began. 
Jailer WAllnce replied that he hnd not, 
hut. on the contrary, had taken every* 
meal with Elbert Hargis and Ed Calla- 
hana on the third floor of the Jail, the 
meals being brought to the Jail from a 
hotel.

ANOTHER INDICTMENT 

Can Be Returned, Say Louisville 
Lawyers. 

The majority of the lawyers of Louis¬ 
ville who were asked for an opinion 
yesterday believe that Judge James 
Hargis can be Indicted again on the 
charge of accessory to the murder of 
James Cockrlll, and that he cannot suc¬ 
cessfully make the plea of former Jeop¬ 
ardy. 

It Is held that the disagreement of 
the Jury means there wjis no trial, thus 
placing the case where It started. 

Judge George DuHelle, former 
member of the Court of Appeals, said: 
“The case is now wher** it started. If 
the old Indictment should be withdraw:» 
and another suhatltuted I do not think 
there would be any former Jeopardy 
In the matter. The hanging of the Jury 
means there w*as no trial of the case." 

E. E. McKay said: *'I very much 
doubt whether another indictment 
could be found legally. I have not 
given the subject any Investigation, 
and I am giving nn off-hand opinion. 
The tendency of modern adjudication 
is In the direction of enforcing the con¬ 
stitutional protection by allowing a 
party to he put In jeopardy but once 
for the same offense. * However, the 
parties in the Hargis case are bearing 
toward each other so much hostility 
that no doubt every step necessary to 
pursue Judge Hargis will be used by 
the prosecution." 

J. T. O’Neal said: “The indictment 
can be withdrawn and resubmitted. I 
do not think former Jeopardy could be 
pleaded successfully If such a course 
should l>e followed. This Is merely a 
curbstone opinion. I would like to look 
up the authorities on the subject." 

James P. Edwards said: "There Is no 
doubt In my mind that the Indictment 
can be withdrawn and another brought. 
The hung Jury meant no trial, and 
therefore there could be no former Jeop¬ 
ardy about the matter."

DaaWtng around a sharp curve with* 
In 200 yards of the station at Sulphur, 
Ky., In Henry county, train No. 7 of the 
Louisville. Cincinnati and Lexington 
branch of the L. and N. railroad, bound 
for Louisville, left the track while run¬ 
ning at a speed of thirty-five miles an 
hour, ditching the engine, baggage and 
mall cars thirty feet from the track 
and derailing the ^Ive remaining car* 
The engineer, Jctfm G. Buxe, was killed 
outright by being thrown from his seat 
In the engine cab, hut the remaining 
members of the train crew and the 
fifty passengers being carried by the 
train es**aped with slight bruises. Four 
mall clerks. w*ho were in a car direct¬ 
ly behind the engine, were more or less 
seriously bruised. The track w as tom 
up for fifty yards* the rails being 
twisted like so much wire and the ties 
being thrown twenty f^et from the bal¬ 
last upon which they nested. Traffic 
had not been resumed at 3 o'clock this 
rooming, but the officials In charge of 
the wrecking crew expect to get the 
track open by 8 o'clock this morning. 

Wllee M. Carothers and Thomas L. 
Jefferson, both of Louisville, were on 
the train, but were not even bruised. 
They were on the cars which suffered 

derailment without actual damage. 

• • • 

No Explanation As To Cause. 


The fatal accident occurred about 
1:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and iU 
Immediate cause cannot be accounted 
for by any of the officials of the road 
who have visited the scene of the 
wreck, and the members of the trnln'^ 
crew are unable to offer any explana¬ 
tion. The train which was derailed Is 
known afl* the Nashville Limited, and 
was about on time when the curve wua 
struck. So far as the officials of the 
road have been able to leurn, Mr. Buxe 
was pulling his train around the cun* 
at a rate of about thirty-five miles an 
hour. From the condition of the track 
It would seem that the train was mor- 
ing rapidly, as the entire track was 
tom away and the roadbed demolished 
for an entire train length. 

Just before the limited left the track 
the engineer had blown his whistle for 
Sulphur, and a number of persona 
standing on the station platform had 
turned to w'atoh the fast train dash 
around the curve. Just as the engine 
appeared behind a small embankment 
It reared In the air and plunged from 
side to side, and then left the track 
with a mighty leap, landing on Its side 
thirty feet from the rails. The mall 
car and baggage car, which were Im¬ 
mediately behind the engine. Jumped 
and bounced In much the same manner, 
and seemed to hurtle through the air 
nnd then fall In almost exactly the 
same spot u* that occupied b£ the en¬ 
gine. The cars In the rear, while they 
left the truck, did not turn o\*er, and 
mm© to a sudden stop without seri¬ 
ous Jar.

Many Lookers On. 

Many residents of Sulphur witnessed 
the Occident, among them J. A. Glvtden, 
a lumber merchant.-whose house and 
mill are within thirty feet of the rail¬ 
road track at the point where the de¬ 
railment took place. Mr. Glviden \vtm 
standing in front of hii mill aa the 
train dashed around the curve and said 
he could sre no cause for the acci¬ 
dent except that the train left the 
track, carrying rails find tics with It.

Engineer Buxe was found lying clear 
of the debris of the wreck, and aside 
from a long gash on his forehead, no 
injuries could be found. Mr. Givtden 
Is authority for the statement that the 
engineer was thrown from his cab by 
the force of the derailment, and as he 
was flying through the air was struck 
by the end of the mall car. which 
crashed in behind the engine. Accord¬ 
ing to the fireman, ft. F. Steele. Mr. 
Buxe did not attempt to Jump, but 
the derailment occurred before he had 
time to shut off the throttle. The engi¬ 
neer’s side of the cab was burled in 
mud and dirt, and had not the engineer 
been thrown from the window, he 
would undoubtedly have been mangled 

beyond recognition.

Blinded By Smoke and Steam. 

S. Flanagan Steele, the fireman, lives 
at 1347 Mel 1 wood avenue, and escaped 
with a sprained wrist and slight 
bruises. Mr. Steele tells the following I 
story of the wreck- 

•*! had closed my furnace doors and 
climbed into niy sent nn Instant be¬ 
fore the crash came. 1 happened to 
look across to the engineer’s side of 
the cab and saw George, the engineer, 
standing up in his place. The engine 
was Just grinding around the curve, 
and I know that Buxe was standing up 
or I could not have seen him. Ho looked 
nt hls watch and Just then smoke and 
steam rushed Into the cab, blinding 
him. and I noticed him pull his cap over 
hls eyes and face in order to avoid 
suffocation. The next thing I knew 1 
whs crawling out from under the 
wreckage and feeling for broken bones. 

I suffered few injuries, besides a badly 
sprained wrist and some bruises.** 

The first news of the wreck came Into 
the chief dispatcher's office In Louisville 
ten minutes after the crash and a wreck¬ 
ing and relief train, carrying Dr. W. O. 
Roberts, was hastily made up. The first 
reports said that a number of persons 
were killed and that the wreck was on 
fire, and pinioned passengers were per¬ 
ishing In the flames. None of the 
wreck was burned pxcept a slight por¬ 
tion of the engine cab.

All Brought To Louisville.

INDEPENDENCE OF KUNANI 


Was Its Object and Organization 
Was Proceeding On a 
Large Scale. 


Madrid. May 6 —'Rarrion De Herrera, 
former Klng-at-Arms of the Spanish 
court, has been arrested at the Instance 
of Brasilian Minister Here on the 
charge of conspiring with others 
against the Government of Brazil. A 
search of the residence of Senor De 
Herrera resulted In the discovery -of 
number of commissions for officers 
who were to organize an army In the 
State of Kunani. The commission bore 
the stamp of that State. 

The Brazilian Minister here con¬ 
firms the discovery of the plot. A 
published detail taken from the cap¬ 
tured documents shows that the plot 
•pas financed by a committee having 
headquarters In London, and which bad 
long been working for the independence 
Of the Kuimnl territory. This territory 
I* between the northern frontier of 
Brazil and French Guiana. It is stated 
that the committee, with a -view to 
Controlling the gold mines at Kunani.

Chicago, May 6 .—Gov. Cummins, of 
Iowa, and W. A. Harris, former United 
States Senator from Kansas, were 
among the speakers at a luncheon 
given at the Auditorium Hotel to-day 
to foreign Consuls here by the Chicago 
Commercial Association. 

Gov. Cummins discussed the effect of 
the tariff on exportations and also 
spoke of the development of trade with 
foreign countries, urging the necessity 
of legislation by Congress that will in¬ 
sure better foreign commercial rela¬ 
tions. 

In speaking of the need for better re¬ 
ciprocity treaties between the United 
States and foreign countries. Gov. Cum¬ 
mins pointed out what he considered 
danger of a diminished trude for Amer¬ 
ica if treaties are not effected. 

"Canada," he wild, "has been knock¬ 
ing nt our doors for years for fair trade 
und we have blindly rejected her ad¬ 
vances until now. I fear, the dour of 
opportunity Is forever closed. A few 
years ago a most dlstlngulHh**d diplo¬ 
mat and economist of the United States 
—a cltlseii of lowu— unAar the appoint¬ 
ment and guidance of TVIllliun McKin¬ 
ley, negotiated a series of treaties, the 
sole purpose of which was to help us 
In the fight we were making In other 
Innds. especially for a market for our 
agricultural surplus. These treaties 
went to the Senate with the approval of 
the President, whose broad vision was 
able to perceive the fundamental truth 
that we could not permanently sell 
everything Hiid buy nothing. And yet 
they have lain ever since In the dusty 
and neglected archives of a Senate 
which refuses even to discuss or con¬ 
sider them. 

"We are now threatened with entire 
exclusion from the markets of Ger¬ 
many unless we take up the subject of 
reciprocal trade and make some fulr 
bargain with that nation. 

“As composed at this time, Congress 
la unalterably. Inflexibly and Indignant¬ 
ly opposed to any change whatsoever. 
Therefore, if you deslr*- an opport 
to hold h reasonable conference with 
respect tp a change In the law. you 
must substitute men who will dk» some¬ 
thing for men who are determined to 
do nothing " 

Mr. Harris spoke of the necessity of 
friendly relations with the great com¬ 
mercial countries, saving: 

"It wtould be decried us a universal 
calamity If our statesmen were not 
able. t»y diplomatic negotiations and by 
reasonable concession, to arrive at the 
solution of any vexed question which

CAN RECOVER IN PART. 


Decision In Test Suit Will Bring 
Several Thousand Dollars 
To Kentucky. 


Omaha. Neb.. May -As mysterious 
as was the return to this city by Pat 
Urowe, the alleged kidnaper of Eddie 
Cudahy four and a half years ago, 
has been his sudden disappearance. 
When he left the office of a local news¬ 
paper Friday night he remarked that 
he was going to the home of his 
brother In Council Bluffs, but he 
could not be located there to-day. 
Chief of Police John J. Donahue de¬ 
clares that Crowe Is the most slippery 
man he has ever had to deal wdth. at 
the same time admitting that the fugi¬ 
tive has baffled the efforts of the po¬ 
lice and dotoctive departments of the 
city. 

• • • 

Several Have Seen Him. 

With the actual return to the city 
by Crowe several persons who are 
known to have been acquaintances or 
friends of the much hunted man have 
come forwarded with stories of former 
visits paid to OmiUm by Crowe, and 
most of these stories are apparently 
true. T. J. O'Rrlon, the hotc-l man who 
made the appointment by which Crowe 
met a reporter Friday night, to-day 
told of having met him about six 
months ago on the street. O'Brien says 
Crowe accosted hitn on the street as 
the former was leaving the horse show 
at the auditorium. He hardly recog¬ 
nized Crowe at that time, hut after 
a moment's conversation O’Brien real¬ 
ized that there was no mistake. The 
hotel man says he had no particular 
interest in Crowe and permitted the 
matter to drop. 

Others tell of meetings with him 
at various places, among them being 
James <"aMahan, who was tried twice 
for complicity In the kidnaping. Cal¬ 
lahan claims to have attempted to ar¬ 
range a meeting between Crowe and 
Chief Donahue, but failed because of 
the absence from th* city of the chief.

Trying To Locate Him. 

Chief of Police Donahue early In the 1 
day placed every available man at j 
work In an attempt to secure. If pos- | 
slide, a trace of Crowe's whereabouts. I 
hut thelf efforts have not been reward¬ 
ed with success thus far. Both Chief 
Donahue and Edward Cudahy ex¬ 
pressed their belief In Crowe's pres¬ 
ence In the city, and lHj(h were em¬ 
phatic In their declarations that he | 
will l>e summarily dealt with If cap- i 
lured. The chief says the greatest i 
trouble In locating Crowe is that no 
member of his force would know him 
if he were to meet the fugitive on the 
street, The police are not In possession 
of a photograph of Crowe taken since 
IS*00, and those who saw him Friday 
say he- has changed much in appear¬ 
ance. Edward Cudahy declares that he 
would not recommend leniency for 
t*rowe, hut rather would do anything 
he could to secure his conviction. 

Shortly after the office of the county 
commissioners In the courthouse open¬ 
ed to-day a stout, well-dressed man a.p- 
peared ki the room and declared him¬ 
self to he Crowe. 'Hie commissioners 
declined to believe his statement and 
he was permitted to leave unmolested

If a visitor to the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment building on entering at the Fif¬ 
teenth-*! reel door just turn* to the left 
and tak*‘* a jit tie peep In the door of 
the first room he comes to he will have 
the opportunity of gazing upon as fine 
a display of Krag-Jorgensen rifles u* 
can he met with anywhere, says the 
Washington Stur. The little room In 
tvhloh they ure stored in old -fash l on ed 
cupboard-shaped ease** is the official 
habitation of the captain of the watch 
—Cnpt. Cuba ugh—and there 1* not the 
shadow of a chance that these hand¬ 
some pieces of the most modern gun* 
machinery will ever be called into 
requisition. 

But there have been times, and with¬ 
in the nxemory of the present genera¬ 
tion, when there were reasonable 
ground* for aiHT>r»?hen*lon of attacks 
by rioters upon the Treasury. During 
the* Pittsburg railroad rlnte, back in 
the '70s. there was cause for such 
dread. The riots, as mony remamber. 
sprend beyond the confines of the 
sinokv city, and there were turbulence 
and fighting at PhlKadriphla and BBU- 
riKrre. Th* police forces of Washington 
were wide awake In those days al*o, ns 
there were open eigne among Idle and 
dltfcoirtented men to Join In any unruly 
move that might be contemplated. 

• • • 

A Move On the Treasury. 

It wa* at that period that suspicion* 
arose a* to the possibility of wild lead¬ 
ers Instigating a move on the Treas¬ 
ury. It cannot he sold that there was 
any fear of such a circumstance, but 
It was felt that It would be a w1*e 
thing to be prepared for anything that 
might occur, and sufficient arms were 
at once secured to arm the clerks, par¬ 
ticularly the men who knew the smell 
of hostile powder, and there were many 
of them In the building. 

The regular force of Treasury watch¬ 
men kept a bright lookout and arrange¬ 
ments were made by Cobaugh with 
the city Fire Department to give a 
signal at the slightest Indication of 
trouble. A company of men who had 
seen service in the Civil war was 
formed and put under the command of 
Green B. Haum, who was then Commis¬ 
sioner of Internal Revenue. The plan 
agreed upon was that at the first alarm 
given by the Fire Department the men 
of this company would assemble In La¬ 
fayette Square and were to be admitted 
to the building by ('apt. Cobaugh at 
the north door. At the same time, lest 
any demonstration he made during the 
day. many of the clerks were provided 
with revolver*. The men who had them 
knew how to use them and were ready 
to do so. The rifles then distributed 
among the Treasury company were of 
the old Springfield brand and the revol¬ 
ver* were Colts. But if there wa* ever 
my sertou* design of raiding the Treas- 
iry It was nipped In the bud and the 
ordnance was turned back lo Jhe War 


Department. There is a lurking sus¬ 
picion to this day that some of the 
clerks were rather disappointed that a 
few thousand rioters did not make an 
attack upon the building so that they 
could have shown the inetal of which 
they were made and gathered In an ad¬ 
ditional stock of martial glory. 

• ’• • 

The Cohen Fiasco. 

A treasury official, referring to this 
reminiscence, mid to a representatlvs 
of the Star yesterday: "Thers need 

never be any dread of an armed mob 
making a raid upon the treasury. True, 
the office has been robbed, and may 
be again, but U was by trusted men 
who had access to Its vaults, and not 
by & bond of rioters or a mob of out¬ 
laws, and If suoh a thing was ever se¬ 
riously dreamed of there would In 
twelve hours* time he enough Govern¬ 
ment troops here to defeat any force 
that could U> mustered. Even." said 
he, laughingly. "If our friend Castro 
with his Venezuelan army should come 
thundering up the granite steps and 
demand* admission to the cash room I 
doubt If he could strike sufficient terror 
to the souls of Cobaugh and his val¬ 
iant lieutenants to have his demands 
granted." 

At about the same period of those 
railroad riots, or it may have been a 
year or so In advance of them, there 
was a baker In this city named Cohen 
who constituted himself a sort of Mo¬ 
ses of the masses and harangued every 
crowd that would listen to his wild 
rhapsodies about the rights of men, the 
principles of Justice, higher wage and 
lepaer hours of labor, and all that sort 
of thing. Strange as it may seem. Co¬ 
hen did get Into the treasury with an 
army. He collected a lot of tatterde¬ 
malions, many of whom were laborers 
about the Washington monument, the 
erection of which had then been resum¬ 
ed. and stalked Into the building with 
his gang. Secretary Sherman admitted 
them to his room. 

A rugged picture this crowd pre¬ 
sented. Their Intention was through 
their leader to present soim- kind of 
an appeal, and the men scattered them¬ 
selves about the room. Some of them 
eut on the floor and others crouched 
Indian fashion against the wall. Cohen 
was awed when he got Into the pres¬ 
ence of the Secretary* He had a speech 
all ready when he entered the building, 
but when he found himself In the aug¬ 
ust presence of greatness and dignity 
he became stage struck; forgot his 
part. He only stammered out a few 
words and left with his motley gang. 

• • • 

Secretary Sherman's Order. 

Secretary Sherman did not want a 
repetition of this call upon him, and he 
sent for Oapt. Cobaugh. "Captain." 
said the Secretary. "Can you keep this 
crowd out of the building?" 

"I certain can If you Instruct me tc\" 
said the Captain of the watch. 

"Then do so," said the Secretary. “I 
don't mind seeing n sinnll deputation 
of three or four men, hut outside of 
this number I decline to see Mr. Cohen's 
crow’d." 

This was effectual In preventing a 
repetition of the raid, but Cohen, when 
h** got out In the open nJr, recovered 
his gall and declared he would make a 
speech from the treasury portico In a 
day or two that would teach certain 
folks a lesson. The Secretary heard of 
this and gave some additional Instruc¬ 
tions to the Captain of the treasury 
guard. "Don't allow It," he said to 
Cobaugh. That functionary did Mr. 
Cohen the honor of calling on him. "If 
1 you attempt to address your mob from 
the treasury steps I'll shoot you." he 
.*ald to the Moses of the masses. 

Thus ended that particular chapter 
In the annals of treasury raids, and 
none have happened since.

REPORT TO FISCAL COURT. 


R. W. Bingham, County Attorney, 
and William Marshall Bullitt, who has 
been employed by the county os special 
counsel to assist the State revenue 
agent In prosecuting his suits for back 
taxes against the Southern Pacific 
Company, yesterday made report to the 
Fiscal Court of what they believed Is 
the value of that corporations per¬ 
sonalty. According to the report, the 
Southern Pacific should pay the State 
and county $11,857,902.22 back taxes for 
the past six years. 

The report submitted In part la as 
follows; 

First—By acts of the Legislature of 
Kentucky of Murch 17, 1884 and March 21, 
1888, the Southern Pacific Company was 
Incorporated with power to acquire and 
hold bonds, stocks and other obligations 
of other corporations, and to contract for 
the acquisition and operation of railroads, 
steamship lines, etc.; its capital stock 
wns fixed at $LOOQ,<MM with power to in¬ 
crease It. 

By Section 34 of the original act a most 
Important privilege was conferred, to wit; 
It might, by paying in the $U*MWW cap¬ 
ital stock. Immediately thereafter with¬ 
draw It and distribute its entire capital 
stock to the stockholders, none of whom 
should ever thereafter “be In anywise lia¬ 
ble us stoekholders." In short, the chai- 
t»*r allowed It to become a corporation 
with an advertised fully paid-up capital 
of fl.onu.WOl, whereas, in fact, it might 
not have u dollar of capital, and it could 
enter into all sorts of contrnetural obli¬ 
gations without the risk of a single dol¬ 
lar. Sii' h a charter was obviously a 
most valuable thing to the persons pro¬ 
moting the scheme. 

• • • 

No Kentucky Business. 


Second—So far os we are aware. It has 
never transacted any business In Ken¬ 
tucky nor kept any of Its assets here 
except to maintain las required by law) 
a nominal office with agent thereat upon 
whom process can be served—and It has 
not always even done that; Its present 
office being at Beechmont and John B. 
Weaver Is the agent thereat. 

Third-It owns no track In fee. but 
principally through live ownership of 
stock (and partly by lease) It operates 
about 9,000 tnllea of railroad extending 
with many branches, from Portland. Ore., 
to San Francisco; from Ogden, I tab, to 
San Francisco, and from Sun Francisco 
to New Orleans, and thence by steamship 
lin«‘S to New York and elsewhere. 

In this way its assets consist chiefly 
of personal property In the shape of the 
stocks and bonds of subsidiary companies, 
cash, bills receivable, etc. Is short. Its 
character may l>e best understood by the 
explanation that It Is largely a “hold¬ 
ing company," and was the first Instance 
of that Idea of which the Northern Se¬ 
curities Company is the latest develop¬ 
ment.

First— Kentucky Statutes, Section 4020. 
provides as follows: 

“All real and personal estate within this 
State nnd all personal wtate of persons 
residing In this State nnd of all corpora¬ 
tions organized under the laws of this 
State, whether the property be In or out 
of this State, Including Intangible prop¬ 
erty. which shall be considered and esti¬ 
mated In fixing the value of corporate 
franchises as hereinafter provided. s)taU 
he subject to taxation unless the same be 
exempt from taxation by the Constitution, 
and shall be assessed at Its fair cash 
value, estimated at the price It would 
bring at a fair voluntary sale." 

That statute Is so plain as to require 
no construction. It declares that all per¬ 
sonal estate of corporations org:Lntzed 
under the laws of this State whether the 
property be In or out of this State shall 
be subject to taxation and shall be as¬ 
sessed for that purpose. 

The Southern Pacific Company Is or¬ 
ganized under the laws of this State. It 
has personal estate In the shape of stocks, 
bonds, cash, bills receivable, open ac¬ 
counts, etc., and therefore by the phtin 
language of the statute such property 
whether It be In or out of the State Is 
subject to taxation. . „ . , 

The principle Is old and well established 
that personal estate Is taxable at the 
domicile of the owner, and. as Kentucky 
Is the domicile of the Southern Pacific 
Company. It may lawfully tax Its prop¬ 
erty. even though such property be situ¬ 
ated outside the State. 

It Is needless to cite any authority 
other than the recent case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Union Refrigerator Transit 
Company, 26 Ky. Low Rep. 23, decided 
May 6. 1906. _ , 

In that case the Union Refrigerator 
Company w-as organized under the laws 
of Kentucky with Its home office at Cres¬ 
cent 11111. It owned some 2.000 refrigera¬ 
tor cars scattered In various parts of 
the United States. Canada and Mexico. 
It contended that it ought not to be tnxed 
In Kentucky upon cars that were never In 
the State. 

The Court of Appeals held that It must 
pay taxes on every one of Its cars no 
mutter whore situated nor whether they 
were ever Inside the State of Kentucky. 

Second-It mny t*e suggested that the 
Southern Pacific Is liable for tnxntton 
under Kentucky statutes No 4077 and 
4 'if »6 and for thnt reason Is exempt from 
taxation under 4o2*V 

Such a contention must be promptly 
rejected 

The franchise tax Imposed by 4077 is 
expressly declared to be “In addition to 
| the other tuxes Imposed by law." and 
I companies paving under No, 4077 have al- 
wavs been held llnble also under No. 4020. 

The Southern Pacific does not own or 
operate rny, line In this State nnd. there¬ 
fore. It Is expressly exempted from taxa¬ 
tion under No. 4096. W’hlch only applies 
to corporations “owning or operating a 
rnllrond lying in whole or In part In this 
State;” but even If It were liable under 
No 1096 < which only relates to real es- 
In te and rolling stock) It would still be 
llnble under No. 4020 for taxation on Its 
millions of dollars of cosh, bills recelv i 
able, stocks, bonds, etc. 

In short, there Is no escape from paying 
taxes on personal property simply be¬ 
cause a corporation may also pay a tax 
on Its franchise and realty 
• • • 

As To Double Taxation. 


Third—Finally It may he contended by 
the Southern Pacific that as Its stocks, 
bonds, cash, etc are In another State 
they ought not to be taxed hero, rspe- 
clally as such property may nlso be taxed 
In the other States where they are kept. 
»nd this there would be a double taxa¬ 
tion of the same propertv 
The enno of Commonwealth vs Union 
Refrigerator Company, supra. Is a suf¬ 
ficient answer to that contention, but 
we admit further: 

A-There Is no legal objection to “double 
taxation” nnd personal estate may be and 
i i« constantly taxed both by the State in 

1 which It Is situated and also by the State 
of tbo owner's domicile. As said In the 

p rn«e- 

"As a general rule personal property 


is taxable at the domicile of Its owner. 
Thtsc Is often so provided by the statute. 
The State muv, however, and often does, 
make It taxable nt Its actual situs. The 
fact thnt double taxation may result 
from the assessment In two States does 
not affect the validity of the assessment.^ 
b Since the recent decisions (March «, 
19u6) of Belknap vs. Commonwealth. 27 
K>. Liw Rep. 473, and Bishop vs. Greg¬ 
ory. Id. 378. wo have seen great numbers 
ot persons and corporations voluntarily 
submitting to assessment on personal es¬ 
tate nnd paying taxes thereon. Scarcely 
a day passes that the newspapers do not 
contain a list of such payments. 

If. then, other Kentucky persons and 
corporations have to pay taxes on omit¬ 
ted personal estate, why should not the 
Southern Pacific pay also? 

If the Southern Pacific is to be exempt¬ 
ed from paying takes on it* personal es¬ 
tate because it keeps It in banks and 
safety boxes In New York and San Fran¬ 
cisco, or on the ocean or In Its yards In 
California and Ivmlslsna and Texas, then 
all local person* and corporations could 
keep their securities, cosh, etc., in New 
Albany, also establish warehouses In In¬ 
diana to store their merchandise and i 
likewise evade taxation here nnd thus 
deprive Kentucky of her Just revenue. 
Such Is not the law. 

c. Nor Is It nny response for the South¬ 
ern Pacific to say thnt It does no business 
In Kentucky, for If that were ft valid 
reason every capitalist residing here, but 
not In actRe business here, could k»-ep his 
personal estate In another State and b© 
exempt from paying taxes. As all per¬ 
sons residing here and corporations or¬ 
ganized under our law* pay taxes on 
their personal estate wherever It be situ¬ 
ated the Southern Pacific must do like¬ 
wise. 

If the Southern Pacific, with Its hun¬ 
dreds of millions of personal ©stute. de- 
strf* to escape what It call* double lux¬ 
ation let it keep Its six millions of cash 
on deposit in local banks Instead of New 
York banks so thnt our people may re¬ 
ceive the benefit of that money in cir¬ 
culation her©; let It keep In Louisville Its 
stocks, bonds, bills receivable, notes, eta. 
and afford to our people the Increased 
business that would result therefrom. If 
It considers New York a better place to 
keep Its assets then It should have In¬ 
corporated under the laws of New York. 
If Kentucky was and Is a desirable place 
to incorporate under It I* a good place to 
pay taxes to. 

An examination of the law reports of 
the various State and Federal Courts will 
reveal the number of times that the 
Southern Pacific has pleaded U* citizen¬ 
ship «if nnd residence In Kentucky ns a 

g round for exemption of taxation In other 
tales and for removals to the Federal 
Courts. Its citizenship of Kentucky has 
been of great value to It. not only In the 
ways Just suggested, but In the beginning 
by enabling It to become a corporation 
with apparently $1,000,000 pnld-ln capital 
stock without really a dollar Invested; 
and Its stockholders were thereby enabled 
to enter Into vast operations on credit 
without risking a dollar, so thnt if un¬ 
successful their creditor* would have no 
recourse, while If successful the stock¬ 
holders would reap the profit—a case of 
“heads I win. tails you lose.” 

It was successful and It should pay Its 
taxes to the State from whom It secured 
the privileges contributing so materially 
to such remarkable financial success. 

• • • 

Conclusion. 

Tho claim for back tuxes Is so large 
that at first blush Its very size might 
seem to be an argument against the 
possibility of Its existence. It Is. how¬ 
ever. to be remembered that the Southern 
Pacific Is one of the largest holders of 
personal estate In the entire United 
States; thot It is probably the only very 
large corporation orgnnlzed under th** 
laws of Kentucky; that It does no busi¬ 
ness here, but only uses our charter In 
other States, and therefore until recently 
escaped the assessing authorities. These 
nr** sufficient reasons to account for the 
size of the tax und Its previous escape 
from paying It. 

Th«* taxes upon our citizens are so 
heavv thnt they ore now seeking for re¬ 
lief They would not be nearly so burden- 
sortie If this great company (which al¬ 
though operating only In distant parts of 
this country, yet thought a Kentucky 
charter of sufficient value to come here 
to obtain ItY were made to bear Its fair 
share of the burdens of the State from 
whom It derived existence and Whose 
franchises and privileges ft to-day exer- 

* *In*our opinion the Southern Pacific Is 
liable for find can he made to pft>* taxes 
i,p its millions of personal estate, and the 
evidence necessary to establish th© facts 
can undoubtedly be obtained and the 
taxes received for the fltnte nnd county. 

The time has como when rich corpora¬ 
tions should bear a fair share of the 
burdens government, end if the South¬ 
ern Pacific no longer desires to shield it¬ 
self under Its Kentucky charter, then let 
It surrender It. but so long as It keeps 
It for the benefit derived iherefrom 
twithin the Inst two year* It used the 
courts and Judicial machinery here In a 
stilt Involving many millions of dollars). 
Just so long must It pay t8*e* to the 
State of Kentucky and the county of Jef- 
ferson.

MISSISSIPPI DISCOVERIES. 


This Is one of tlve prettiest towns in 
the South—neatly kept und p r °*I** ro, u*. 
and sacred to Aaron Burr and Blenner- 
hnssett, write* William E. Curtis In a 
Port Gibson. Miss., letter to the Chi¬ 
cago Record-Hera Id. The house* 
which they once occupied are pointed 
out to atrangers and Interesting inci¬ 
dents nre told with which they were 
connected. Port Gihzon has one of the 
wealthfc*st communities In the State, 
as might be Inferred from Its spacious 
mansions and other appearances of 

r sj-rMy and culture. The street* are 
wide and welV shaped; there Is a tall 
dome on the courthou*?; the ohurchee 
have aspiring steeples, and long rows 
of enormous warehouses are crowded 
with ojtton waiting until the price gfts 
up to 10 cents a pound. 

Dunbar Rowland, the State Histor¬ 
ian. has recently unearthed a lot of 
valuable hleuorlciU document* down 
here. Including a diary of Gov. Clai¬ 
borne's, which Is reasonably complete 
and connected, and covers nil th*» Im¬ 
portant events In the territory between 
1803 amt 1816. It was obtained through 
a nephew He has also secured the 
Journal of Cowles Mead, Who was act¬ 
ing Governor at the time of the Burr 
Incident, and a large quantity of the 
private and official eorreciondence of 
both of those gentlemen, the greater 
part of which refer* to the conspiracy. 
Thai was rhe greatest event that ever 
occurred in this section of the coun¬ 
try until the days of secession. This 
material Is entirely new. and there are 
©vrnve exceedingly Interesting reports 
made by State officials, bearing on the 
same subject. 

While, unfortunately, none of these 
documents Is convincing or dnntains 
positive evidence of Burr’s guilt, they 
throw much Hgbi upon his character 
«nd relnte circumstance* which would 
not have occurred in th** mndtict of a 
loyal citizen or an honorable man. They 
also Indicate that he had adherents 
down In this section who must have 
been famtllnr with his design* and \v«*re 
prepared for his arrival, although th^r* 
Is no evidence among ell the record* to 
show thnt any of them ever l»etrayed 
the confidence he reposed In them. 

• • • 

Convinced of Butt’s MotlveB. 

Months before President Jefferson Is¬ 
sued hls proclamation declaring Butt 
to be engaged In a treasonable plot, 
rumors were brought down the river 
by travelers and boatmen, and the peo¬ 
ple became convinced <xf bis guilt and 
very much excited. About this tlm** 
Cowles Mead, a young Georgian, was 
appointed BccreUiry of the Territory, 
and during the absence of Robert Will¬ 
iams, the Governor, exercised the func¬ 
tions of that office. HU* diary and cor¬ 
respondence. which, oa 1 have *utd. 
have recently been discovered, show 
that he was a man of energy, courage 
and was convinced thnt Burr was «n- 
gaged In an attempt to set up an In¬ 
dependent government In the South¬ 
west There I* no doubt. Judging from 
Initlmntlons and hints that appear In 
hi* writings that b** had contldentlaJ 
Information which he dared not even 
confide to his diary. Tt Is also rl-nr 
that Mend h3d evidence that Gen. Wll- 
klneon was crooked also. He warned 
various authorities of the United St.Ues 
that Wilkinson was the greatest trn.ns- 
gr«wr,, r of the group, It was evidently 
hls opinion that Wilkinson had be¬ 
trayed Hurr to Spain tu \d was In th** 
pay of the Spanish authorities. 

• • • 

Burr Formally Surrendered. 

As Burr's flotilla came down the MIs- 


of the eun by a radiance that daazles 
and fascinates the sight. 

“In company Burr Is rather taciturn; 
When he speaks It 1* with much ani¬ 
mation. with such apparent frankness 
and negligence aa would Induce such 
a person to believe that he was a man 
of guileless and ingenuous heart, but 
In my opinion there Is no human more . 
reserved, mysterious and inscrutable. 

“I have heard a great deal of Ches¬ 
terfield and the graces. Surely Burr Is 
the epitome, the essence of them all, 
for never were there charms displayed 
with such potency and irresistible at¬ 
tractiveness. In short, he Is the most 
perfect model of nn accomplished gen¬ 
tleman that could bo formed, even by 
the wanton Imagination of poetry or 
fiction.” 

• • • 

Burr Became An IdoL 

Burr went to Natchez as the guest of 
Col. Benjamin Osman, one of his sure¬ 
ties. and was followed by Blennerhas- 
sc-tt and Comfort Tyler, hls most con¬ 
spicuous adherents. Osman was a rich 
planter IB ing near Natchez, who had 
known Burr while an officer In the rev¬ 
olutionary army In New Jersey. He 
was a strong Federalist and hated Jef¬ 
ferson, which seem* to have been hls 
chief reason for befriending Burr. 

A grand Jury "'ua Impaneled, but in¬ 
stead of Indicting Burr, as was expect¬ 
ed. returned a presentment to Judge 
Rodney, of the Territorial Supreme 
Court, severely criticising the Governor 
for what it described os “an unlawful 
and unwarrantable exercise of power.” 
This report was attributed to political 
prejudice shrewdly manipulated by 
Poindexter und Shields, who were 
Burr's attorneys; to social influence 
exercised by C’ol. Osman, and to the 
f.’isciniitinne of Pol. Burr himself, who 
rapidly became a popular Idol among 
the people of Port Gibson, Natchez and 
other towns along the river. 

Living In the neighborhood of Col. 
Osman’s plantation was a widow from 
Virginia, whose husband hod been mur¬ 
dered und robbed near Natchez several 
years beftfre while prospecting for a 
permanent residence In the valley. Th# 
widow had been kindly cared for by the 
hospitable people, hud purchased a 
small farm adjoining the Osman place, 
and had settled down «* a permanent 
member of the community. She had 
one child, a daughter named Medellne. 
whom tradition pictures us a miracle 
of beauty. Burr made love to her. and 
the girl secins to have been Infatuated 
with blip- Having learned of Jeffer- 
s«>n’s displeasure tit the action of the 
grand Jury nnd hls determination to 
rcarregl And punish Burr, the latter, 
ndvtsed by Osman and Poindexter, de¬ 
cided ft> escape from the country, and 
arrangements were made to have a 
small sloop In readiness near Mobile to 
convey him to Havana. News from 
headqUAft»*rH made it imperative for 
Burr to leave at once, and he set forth 
on horseback on a stormy night, with 
a sing!* 1 guide. Notwithstanding the 
necessity f<. r haste, h© stopped at the 
widow 's cottage and Implored the beau¬ 
tiful Madeline to accompany him in hls 
flight. He promised her marriage, fm*- 
Igant symmetry; hls complexion Is fwlr I tine, high position, and even hinted at 
and transparent; hls dress wns fashion- imperial honors, and the girl, who loved 
able nnd rich, but not flashy. He is a l ilm with nil the fervor of a Southern 
man of on erect and dignified deport- Iggturn would have followed him to the 
ment—hls presence Is commanding, hls lends of the earth but for the loneliness 
aspect mild. firm, luminous and 1m- of her mother.

slsslppl river It w*aa preceded by ex¬ 
aggerated reports of Its strength and 
Intention*, nnd In order to protect the 
territory from Invasion Gov. Mead 
called out the militia nnd stationed It 
at certain strategic points to arrest the 
invaders and, if necessary*, engage In 
active military operations against them. 
Col. F. L. Claiborne, afterward Gov¬ 
ernor, was selected to organize a flo¬ 
tilla at Natchez nnd to obstruct Burr's 
passage down the river. Col. Thomas 
Fitzpatrick, George Poindexter (after¬ 
ward United States Senator), and W. 
B. Shields (afterward Judge in the 
United States Court) were appointed 
commissioner* on the part of the State 
Government to meet Burr and demand 
hls unconditional surrender to the Mis¬ 
sissippi authorities. On the morning 
of January 16. 1807. they halted the 
flotilla and visited him on board a flat- 
boat, which he made hls headquarters. 
They assured him thnt. In the event of 
hi* surrender to the civil authorities, 
hls life and property would be protect¬ 
ed. and if, after Investigation, it ap¬ 
peared that he was Innocent of treason¬ 
able design, he would be given hls lib¬ 
erty. After an oral conference letters 
to this effect were exchanged. This 
correspondence was unknown until re¬ 
cently. and does not appear In any of 
the history of the conspiracy. 

As a result of this corre-ipomlence a 
conference between Acting Gov. Mead 
and Col. Burr took place at the resi¬ 
dence vf Thonme Cnl\it In Jefftreon 
county. That fine old mansion Is still 
Rtnndlng, and Js now the property of 
one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court of Mississippi. Burr formally 
surr^ndvred to Mead and gave hls 
parole In writing, while Mead gave 
Butt a wTftten pledge that until hi* 
case was Investigated by the courts, 
“there shall be no restraint on hi* per¬ 
son. no violence or molestation to hls 
boats or people,” nnd the Governor 
agreed to have the court convened to 
take Judicial action without delay. Col. 
Burr engaged Mr. Poindexter and Mr. 
Shields, two of the Commissioners, as 
hls counsel, and proceeded with them 
to Washington, then the territorial cap¬ 
ital of MlsH^Alppl. now n little IwtmlH 
about eight mile* west of Natchez, 
w'here hi* followers were paroled and 
hi* boats were tied up to th* hank. 
The court released Burr on $5,000 bail, 
with Ool. Benljah Osmun and Lyman 
Harding as sureties. Hls courtly air 
and engaging personality charmed all 
who saw him undi allayed suspicion. 
The honce-t frontiersmen of Mississippi 
were much impressed by hls manners 
nnd behavior. 

• • • 

Adams* Sketch of Burr. 

George Adams, United State* Dis¬ 
trict Attorney and afterward United 
State* Judge for Mississippi, prepared 
a sketch of Aaron Burr ns the latter 
appear.^1 at hls trial. It wu* found 
among hls manuscript* and was pre¬ 
sented by hls grandson, the Hon. Wirt 
Adams, to the Department of Archive* 
and History at Jackson.

WIFE’S MOTHES DENIES SOME

RECEIVES MANY CALLERS. 


Tito Rev. Ulysses G. Sutherlin, who 
was arrested In New Albany at noop 
Friday on an Indictment returned by 
the grand Jury of the Floyd Circuit 
Court, charging him with having mur¬ 
dered his wife, Mrs. Geneva L. Suth 
erlln, had many callers yesterday, all 
of whom expressed sympathy and as¬ 
sured him of their belief in his Inno¬ 
cence. 

With the exception of new ted cloth¬ 
ing the Rev. Mr. Sutherlin fared 
Friday night the same as the othef 
prisoners in the Floyd county Jail, be¬ 
ing locked In the cell room. He re¬ 
marked yesterday morning that he 
slept fairly well, considering the ex¬ 
isting conditions. Yesterday, by the 
courtesy of Sheriff Morris, he was per¬ 
mitted to occupy the wide corridor 
leading from the SherffTs residence fo 
the cell house, nh aj»artment 15x40 feat 
In si7.o and well lighted and ventilated, 
hut he will be required to sleep in the 
cell house at night for the present, 
although some arrangements may be 
made hereafter for his better accom¬ 
modation.

Satisfied With Treatment. 

Mr. Sutherlin since his confinement 
In the county Jail has partaken of the 
prison fare the same as the other In¬ 
mates, no arrangements having been 
made to have hts meals brought from 
the outside. He expresses hfmself as 
being perfectly satisfied with the fare 
and the treatment, the other inmates 
being extremely courteous and consid¬ 
erate with him. 

Yesterday Mr. Sutherlin retained 
Rtotscnburg & Weathers, a firm of 
New Albany lawyers, to assist Judge 
Alexander Dowling and John W. Gai¬ 
ther In ocriductfng his defense. He will

HOWARD SEEKS NEW TRIAL 


While fishing alone In a pond five 
miles north of JefferatmvHle, David 
Kidd was Attacked by an epileptic fit. 
plunged head-forwnoert down an em¬ 
bankment Into a pond about three feet 
deep and wa» drowned, hd* body not 
being recovered for hours afterword. 
Coroner Fromon M. Coots, of Jefferson¬ 
ville, was called ye st e rday morning to 
hold an Inquest and found tbe above 
to be the facts ro far as there w.is 
any way of ascertaining them, thers 
being no one who saw Klfid fall Info 
th£ water. 

Kidd was twenty years old and lived 
with his parent*. Mr. and Mrs. L>avid 
Kidd, at Cementv 11 le. Ind.. and on Fri¬ 
day morning started out for a day's 
sport. Kidd went alone to a pond that 
had been formed at a rock quarry at 
the Okeens' cement mill and b-^jran his 
day's sport. That lie Ind fairly good 
hick was evidenced by a good «rtrlr:g 
of fish that waa found tied t<> a peg 
on the shore. 

Night came on and Kidd wits still 
alaient, but bis parents thought he had 
Concluded to remain for a fish after 
dirk. When b»* did not r< turn by 10 
I o'clock a search was begun and two 
fishing poleo belonging to the missing 
young man were found sticking In the 
| ground and to the hook of one line 
a g*:iod h 1 zed fl.«h was attached. It was 
at once surmised that Kidd was in th? 
pond, as he iwu» subject to fits. A long 
pole with a In^'k on It war* •♦•rured, 
and after drugging the pond for some 
time the body was brought to th? sur¬ 
face Friday midnight. 

When Kidd was uMarked by the 
spells he had a peculiar way of taking 
two or three steps forward and then 
fulling face foivinost, and in this way 
it Is surmised he went into the pond 
ami died without a «truggle. There Is 
a mud bank nt the pond thr^e or four 
Teel high and on this It could Is* seen 
where Kidd hnd ttilten and *!ld Into 
the water. Several persons during tire 
day were fishing neur where Ivldd hr»d 
been und saw the poles stuck in the 
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ground, buit did not go near enough to 
discover his body In the fiond. It being 
supposed *w>me boys bad left 'the ivkL» 
where the-/ were axwl would return 
laUrr.

MOTOR FIRE ENGINES. 


They Are Now In Use In Several 
English Cities. 


Steam-propelled fire engine** are now 
in use In several cities of England, in¬ 
cluding I»ndon. Liverpool and Ports¬ 
mouth. says the Washington Star. Ac¬ 
cording to United States Consul Hamm 
at Hull, London rufw claims to nave 
the largest and most powerful motor 
fire engine yet built. It Is of fifty- 
horsepower and capable of throwing 
500 gallons of water a minute a height 
of 150 feet. It la propelled by a *team 
water-tube boiler Mtuuted between the 
rear wheels. It Is heated by a petro¬ 
leum boiler of new design. In which 
th? fuel is sprayed into the furnace. 
Thl* gives a very hot fire, whhah can 
be ivgula.ted with nicety. In front of i 
the boiler is tlx* engine, with a pair of i 
Inverted cylinders driving two direct J 
and double acting pumps. The pumps 
can be disconnected from tlx* engine in 
a few seconds, and by throwing Into 
gear a pinion wheel tbe motor drives a 
comvtershnft, from which the power is 
transmitted by chains to the wheel*, j 
Thus the same motor takes the vehicle 
to the fire, and on arrival pumps the | 
water The engine carries enough pe¬ 
troleum for a forty-mile Journey, and 1 
as a freoh supply can always be ob¬ 
tained at the peer© of the fire the ma- l 
chine cun keep going for a w«**k if 


necessary. The engine is steered by 
handwheel. It is fitted wttb single solid 
rubber tire* and “non-skids,” as the 
risk of side slip on the roods of the 
metropolis must be taken Into account. 

“The motor fire engine.” says Consul 
Hamm, ’’will lie put into servlo* at 
once, ft is not claimed that It will save 
time In the 'turn-out,' although only & 
minute is necessary to get up steam 
enough for running. A small gas Jet 
Is kept burning under the boiler while 
It Is standing in the station so as to 
maintain the water fairly hot, and this 
will give sufficient steam to start the 
petroleum burner at full power, and a 
good pressure In the boiler quickly fol¬ 
low's. For country districts, where 
Journey* to fires are often long, tbe 
motor fire engine must effect a great 
saving In time. To small places which 
cannot afford to keep horse* always 
ready for their engine, in view of the 
rcuUty of fires, the motor engine, which 
costs little when It Is not running, wlH 
be a boon.” _ 

SHAKERS CLAIM ORIGIN OF 
MODERN SPIRITUALISM. 


Issue Book Relating History of Spirit 
Visitors Who Went Away Half 
Century Ago. 


The North (jamlly of 8hakers, of 
Mount Lebanon. N. Y.. In a volume on 
”Shakerlsm,“ Just Issued, set* forth 
the claim that the Shaker Church was 
the parent of modern spiritualism, eays 
a Pittsfield. Mass., telegram to the New 
York World. 

For ten years previous to 1848, when 
the famous rapplngs began at the home 
of the Fox sisters, the Shakers, it is 
asserted, had recognized the familiar 
sounds and held communion In all of 
their eettlements with spiritual visit¬ 
ors. The claim is made that on August 
If*. 1837, at Watervllet. N. Y . the first 
suggesttve rap was heard; that children 
of the settlement became entranced and 
Iw'gan to talk of being in heavenly 
places and to converse with angel 
guides, and soon the adult Shakers were 
in communion with jhe spirit?. All 
this win) years before n medium had 
been heard of in the outside world. 

In 1840 simple, childlike revelation* 
passed, nnd hooks of several hundred 
pages of faith and Instruction were In¬ 
dited. In 1843 spirits imparted the sa- 
i red roll and the book of holy wisdom 
in four languages—Hebrew. Greek. La¬ 
tin nnd Spanish—and Through person* 
who did not know these languages. 
These “mediums” kept themselves In¬ 
spired by living on bread and water. 

In 1842. the Shakers claim, then* came 
to Mount Lebanon a strange epoch of 
spirit visitors. Indians. Arabs, ancient 
Jews. Uhaldeaus. Persians, Hindoos, 
perrple of remote lands and ancient 
times thronged to Mount Lebanon In 
spirit form. After ten years of these 
exiK-riences, which are vouched for by 
Shakers sttll living at Mount I/*bannn. 
the spirit visitors announced that they 
were about to leave the Shakers and so 
out Into the world. The spirits prom¬ 
ised to return, ami the Shakers look 
forward to that day.

At such time* It Is said that the 
power* of resistance ore below pur, 
nnd consequently the bacteria gain nn 
easy victory This point was illustrated 
in telling fashion toy Durck. who found 
that rabbits Infected with pneumo¬ 
cocci developed pneumonia If they 
were subjected to sev.-re cold, whereas 
tinchflled control animals survived.— 
(Medical Record.

There in Just room enough for a small 
gas stove, a little sink, a tiny refriger¬ 
ator atvi’the necessary floor apace to 
enable the bachelor cook to turn 
around. 

All the permanent appointments are 
provided by the landlord- The tiny re¬ 
frigerator will hold u moderate supply 
of milk, butter and beer and the meat 
of at least three meals. 

gome of the bachelor cooks are con¬ 
tent to get "breakfast merely, but oth¬ 
ers also prepare dinner. The gas stove 
will do either. , v 

Forty minutes will ordinarly suffice to 
prepare, cook and serve the bachelor 
cook's dinner, nnd If the housekeeping 
la done in partnership the menl can be 
made ready In les* lime. 

Bachelor apartments with tiny kitch¬ 
ens ore on the whole an economy for 
men who can not endure the ordinary 
boarding bouse. The kitchen does not 
odd greatly to the rent of an apartment 
iin«1 the cost of meals Is astonishingly 
small. 

The breakfast of coffee, rolls and eggs 
the year around need not average more 
than 8 to 10 cents a head, UJld with 
fruit Included It Is hardly more than 
II a week. Dinners. Including an oc¬ 
casional night off at a restaurant, need 
not average more than from $2.5*i to 
$3 a week, so thnt ihe weekly cost of 
two meul* a day Is below the prU« 
charged by a pretty cheap boarding¬ 
house. 

The man who must restrict himself 
to n hall bedroom and a cheap bounl- 
ing-house table can afford even the 
smallest of bachelor apartments with 
* he tiniest of kitchens, but two bach- 
dors who are able to pay a fair price 
for board and lodging und do not mind 
»‘dng their own cooks can be exceeo- 
cgly comfortable In nn apartment with I 
kitchen. 

As things are now goiug in New York 
he bachelor apartment, which is really 
a home, begin* to compete with tltc 
club as a deterrent tu matrluiouy. 


New York. May 6.-Mrfl. J. W. Gray, 
believed to be wealthy, said to be the 
widow of n Chicago broker, and who 
was described by her friends as a re¬ 
markably beautiful woman, committed 
suicide In the Hotel Imperial here to¬ 
day by shooting.

letter was addressed to a storage ware¬ 
house, this city. 

The third letter was uninclosed and 
written on two sheets of paper. It ap¬ 
peared that one portion had been writ¬ 
ten yesterday afternoon and the other 
sheet early to-day before the woman 
shot herself.

In the Depths of Despair. 

The letter began: 

“Dear Sweetheart: N Wheh I culled you 
up on the telephone you talked so 
cruelly to me that 1 went out and 
bought a revolver, intending to do It 
then- 1 wps brought up In a convent, 
and my religion teaches against such 
things, but I can't stand It any longer.” 

Here there was a break In the letter, 
and when it was continued It was a 
different Ink. 

"Again and again have you disap¬ 
pointed me. Charley. What In Ood s 
name have I done. If you were anxious 
to get rid of tne that were easy. Why 
did you have me come to New York? 
Here I am as your wife.. If you had 
snld/Ollle. I do not want you to re¬ 
turn,* T would never lmve done so. Well, 
Charley, this is the last. 1 wish you all 
the luck In the world.” 

nere the writer seemed to have 
paused again, nnd no more seems to 
have been written for a while. It re¬ 
sumes: , 

"How I am suffering. I cannot Htand 
It any longer. It Is now past 4 o’clock.”

A fourth letter left by the woman 
waa found which was addressed to 
•'Chari** SweetbenH.” and read in part 
as follows: 

"I love you better than my life. 1 
love you so much, and to think l hove 
to go nnd k’ave you; I hate so to dh- 
What little I have after my bill* are 
paid l wish to Ik* sent to Olivia Parker. 
U>23 Ft. Andrew street, Now Orleans. 
1 have a lot of furniture 1 had shipped 
from New Orleans. I wish also that 
returned to New Orleans to LSVIA Par¬ 
ker. a colored girl, a-S I have no rela¬ 
tives ” * „ 

This letter was signed “Mrs. Cray. 

A bundle of letters addressed to "Mrs. 
J W. Gray” at various places were 
found when the woman’s effects were 
searched. On the backs of two photo¬ 
graphs found among the letter* was 
written the name "Charlie H. Stone- 
ham." the same as on one of the let¬ 
ters left by the woman.

“Charlie” Was a Married Man. 

At the office* of O. F. Jonaason A Co., 
mining brokers at 44 Broadway. It was 
said that Charles H. Stoncham was a 
member of the firm* A member of the 
firm said that Stonehain was married 
and lived in Jerney City. 

Mrs. Orate Sanford, who live# at 62 
West Sixty-sixth street, snbl that she 
knew Mrs. Gray very well Sh«» said 
that Mrs Gray’* husband, who was 
a wealthy Chicago nmn, died in May of 
last year at New Orleans, and In July 
after hi*‘death Mrs. Gray eame to New 
York and took apartments with her 
She stayed until some lime after 
Thanksgiving. 

"Mrs. Gray met Charles Sloneharn In 
tho earlv fall.” said Mrs: Sanford.

These exhibitions 
are being protected by municipal li¬ 
cense. while many fraudulent or other¬ 
wise ttuneful correspondence prhool# of 
hypnotism ore flourishing under Fei>- 
crnl copyright protection and by aid of 
the United State# mall privilege#.* 

In France there I# a law forbidding 
th? practice or teaching of hypnotism 
by any other than trnlne^ physicians, 
licensed by the Government. That. Is 
whnt our medico-legal authorities are 
fighttng for. One of the most active 
advocate# of this reform i# t>r. William 
Lee Howard, vice president of the 
Mediro-Legal Society.

the tram*.- prematurely, tearing hia 
fh‘*h. Through tho b «* of another hyp. 1 1 
notized subject long needles were 
thrust until the blood flowed freely. A 
panic ensued, women fainted, and a 
tnnb was about to tar and feather the 
“professor’' when he wn* rescued by the 
authorities and carried off to Jail. 

Some time before this an Itinerant 
hypnotist, giving a public exhibition in 
Washington, set n brawny and a frail 
youth, both hypnotized, to wrestling. 
The audience gaped with delight until 
the helpless lad wn# carried off the 
stage with several bones broken. Dur¬ 
ing a course of similar exhibition# In 
Cleveland a boy wa# kept asleep for a 
we«*k. during which he was given no 
food, and lost nearly fifteen pounds 
The father of the lad made frantic ef¬ 
fort* to rescue him from the hypnotist, 
hnt without success, and medical *tu- 
dents subjected the youth to all sorts 
of experiment*. In the show window 
of n Washington drug store the writer 
witnessed phases of g similar experi¬ 
ment. A youth, upon a couch, was kept 
there In public view night and day dur- 
ihg a prolonged triun e. It wa# & re¬ 
volting spcVrfftcle. Hut the experiment 
drew trade for the druggist, who pre¬ 
sumably employed for that purpose the 
«oarse, dissipated-looking woman who 
had the victim "under control.” 

A hypnotized man. sealed up In a cas¬ 
ket and burled alive. In a grave nine 
feet deep, wn# offered a# th# pled# de 
resistance during a hypnotic exhibi¬ 
tion near Chicago. A ventilating tube 
led up from the casket, which on the 
seventh day of the trance was dug up 
In the presence of a large crowd.

WILL MAKE BURNING LANDS A 
GARDEN SPOT. 


WAS ONCE PREHISTORIC LAKE. 


irson City, Nev.. May 6.— [Special.] 
l» Nevada always been an arid 
d» sert region? Its geological rec- 
iuj indelibly carved in sandstone 
granite, showing the shore lines of 
ent lakes, proclaim that It has not, 
that at one time a vast body of 
v*r, os great in area os Lake Erie, 
n*d u portion of the State.

• • • 

. An Ancient Inland Sea. 


Nevada’s ancient Inland sea l* known 
os Lake I>a Hon tan; It was one of sev¬ 
eral great prehistoric lakes distributed 
over the great basin of the arid region, 
among them Lake Bonnlevllle, of which 
the Great Salt Lake was the deepest 
portion. Its area was nine times great¬ 
er than the Great Salt, or almost as 
large as Lake Michigan and much 
deeper. 

• • • 

Rainfall Must Have Been Heavier. 

The contracted remains of Lake La 
HontAn In Nevada are found In Pyra¬ 
mid l^tke and a number of other small 
Inclosed lakes which were the deepest 
portions of the ancient lake. Since 
these large prehistoric lakes were 
land-locked and did not overflow. It 
follows that the rainfall which fed 
them was much heavier than It Is to¬ 
day. 

• • • 

Drowning Out the Mormons. 

Should conditions revert, many of tho 
Important points situated In the great 
basin would be hopelessly Hooded, such 
for Instunce os the Mormon temple, 
which would stand In 850 feet of water, 
while 700 miles of railroad would be 
submerged. 

These prehistoric lakes are said to 
cMf very reoeot origlnr— that ia recent 


by the geoK»gtets' count—perhaps 30,000 
or 40,000 years old. Fossils have been 
found showing the presence o*f primi¬ 
tive man along their ancient whores 
and embankments, which. In many !n- 
stanceff* are us perfect in contour and 
ae distinct as If the waters bid receded 
only a few year* since. These lakes 
Included such arid and fear-Inspiring 
localities of to-day a* the BUn*k Rock 
Desert, Skull Valley. Death Valley and 
a score of other places where the 
bleached bones of man and animal at¬ 
test to an awful lack of water. 

• • • 

Government Irrigation Work. 

The- first Irrigation work of the. Na¬ 
tional Governmem, wblch Is to be oele- 
brated by the turning of the water into 
thv glgaulh ditches this month. Is the 
largvnt project which has been definite, 
ly outlined and approved under the Ir¬ 
rigation Act, known as the Truckee- 
Carson project. When completed It will 
Involve the expenditure of approxi¬ 
mately nine million dollunt, and will 
reclaim 350 ,oimj acr es of desert land. 
That portion of the e>stf-m now com¬ 
pleted consist* of a canal thirty-one 
mil* * long to take wuter from the 
Trucks* river and convey it to the Car- 
son river, where u large storage reser¬ 
voir Is projected. Just be lew this res¬ 
ervoir site, the wnteru of the two 
streams will be ted out upon the pi tins 
by ti\\’o canals, with a combined capac¬ 
ity of 1.900 cubic feet per second. Borne 
50,000 acre* are to be Irrigated this 
spring, for which 200 mite? of small 
distributing ditches have been dug. 

• • • 

Money For the Initial Work. 

The Secretary of the Interior has set 
uside $2,740,000 of the “Reclamaljoti 


Fund” for the Initial work, and by the 
time this ha* been expended about 100,- 
WMJ acres will be under canals, and the 
*ettiers will be returning | n annual pay¬ 
ment* the original Investment. The 
money thus received will he used as a 
revolving fund for the completion of 
this project. The land ha* been di¬ 
vided Into farm units of eighty acres, 
and the c*>st of reclamation will l*? $26 
per acre. Work Is being commenced 
this spring on regulating gate* at the 
outlet of Lake Tahoe, located In Cali¬ 
fornia. but whose waters will be used 
to reclaim the fertile Nevada soil. Fu¬ 
ture plans Involve the draining of Oar- 
son Blnk. 25,000 acres In extent, which 
overflows In yeaa-s of .heavy rainfall, 
and the reclamation of lands In the 
upper Truckee and ('arson valleys. As 
these large areas are gradually brought 
under Irrigation a greater water supply 
will Ik* required and nine additional 
reservoirs will be constructed, with a 
combined storage capacity of over u 
million and a quarter aeges feet An 
acre foot equals one acre, one foot 
deep. 

• • • 

Grows Fruits, Vegetables and Grains 

The sol! Is very fertile, and de¬ 
ciduous fruits, such as apples, pears, 
peaches, grajves. all the berries and 
vegetables produce luxuriantly. Wheat, 
oats, potatoes and alfalfa are tie? 
staple crops. The lands are tributary 
to the Southern Pacific, the Nevada. 
California and Oregon, and the Virginia 
and Truckee railroads and the rec«it 
enormous activity In gold and silver 
mining In Nevada Insures a nearby and 
profitable market. At the same time 
the supply of food products will gri^atly 
reduce the cost of living and further 
stimulate mining development • 

The fact that a very lavgc portion of 


the lands Included In the project be¬ 
long to the Government and have been 
withdrawn from speculative entry un¬ 
der the desert and other land laws, U 
a matter for congratulation. 

• • • 

A State Stolen By Land Grabbers. 

Nevada’s past history has been one 
of land monopoly; In fuct, It has been 
said that the State was long since 
stolen by land-grabbers. In area Ne¬ 
vada 1* three times the size of Indiana, 
but her population Is scarcely sufficient 
for a single small county. The popular 
vote of last year was but little over 
12,000. The bulk of the Inhabitable 
lands are In the hands of a few great 
land-owners, while the opportunity for 
settlement and Increased pi*pulatIon has 
never been extensive. Nevada’s land 
history Is one which can be studied 
with profit by those who are searching 
for light on the question of proper ad¬ 
ministration of the public domain. 
With the exception of the Influx of im- I 
migration, due to mining excitement, 
the population Is at a standstill, and 
must continue to remain so until farm 
lands are throw f n open to settlement In 
small tracts through Government Irri¬ 
gation. 

• • • 

Stealing Away the State. 

When the State was admitted to the 
Union, In place of receiving the usual 
donation of alternate school sections— 
16 and 32 In each township- she secured 
a flat grant from the Government of 
2 .000.000 acres of public land to be Incut, 
cd wherever her lawmakers saw fit. 
The State Legislature passed ns much 
as desired of tills great and valuable 
resource into tirtvnt** ownership of 
stockmen, at us low a figure ** 25 cents 


an acre. These lands have been locat¬ 
ed up and down the sides of every river 
and stream and 'around every spring 
and water-hole In the State, so that 
while Nevada has to-day some sixty 
million acres of public land, there Is not 
a quarter section of It upon which a 
homesteader could make a living. 

• • • 

Settlers Will Swarm On Lands. 

The Government's Irrigation, when 
worked out, will Immediately double 
Nevada’s population; It will provide u 
new life-blood of settlement and citi¬ 
zenship for a region of unsurpassed 
agriculture. 

This great reclamation scheme for 
the rebuilding of Nevada Is being car¬ 
ried Into ojH*ratlon by Engineer L. H. 
Taylor, under the suj>ervlslon of Fred¬ 
erick H Newell, chief engineer of the 
reclamation service. It will afford the 
first j>raotlcal example of the operating 
Of the new national irrigation law.

Logan, as assignee of the Kentuoky 
Citizens’ Building and Loan Associa¬ 
tion, absconded for a large sum. the ex¬ 
act amount of which was never deter¬ 
mined. while the American Bonding 
Company, as his surety, settled all 
stockholders’ and creditors’ claims 
against him by payment of about 
$39,000. In Its suR against Dr. 
Netherland. It w*as contended by tho 
Bonding Company that Logan had re¬ 
ceived a check for $1,076, made out In 
his favor as assignee. At the time he 
was about to leave the city on a short 
business trip and was anxious to get 
the check through the bank so that he 
might secure the money. He did not 
have the opportunity to go to his own 
bank, but went to the Third National 
Bank, where Dr. Netherland, who was 
a personal friend, 1 b vice president. 

Logan indorsed the check as assignee 
and Dr. Netherland placed It to his own 
personal account. When Logan re¬ 
turned to the city he went to the Third 
National and Dr. Netherland gave him 
a personal check for tho amount, which 
was paid. It was said. Tho check was 
not drawn by Dr. Netherland to Logan 
as assignee, and for this reason tho 
Bonding Company claimed that was In¬ 
fringement upon the trust. Judge Mil¬ 
ler. however, took the opposite view of 
It, holding that Dr. Netherlands pay¬ 
ment of L-»gun by personal check was 
entirely proper* 


The b[g question to come before the 
general synod of the Reformed Presby¬ 
terian Church la organic union with the 
Presbyterian Church.

Capitalists Still Seek First ChrisUao 
Congregation's Property. 


The question of the sale of the First 
Christian church property, Fourth ave¬ 
nue and Walnut street, has again been 
raised. Capitalists are after the loca¬ 
tion for a building site, and it Is also 
well known that many of the members 
of the congregation are In favor of 
selling the property, paying off the 
church’s Indebtedness and budding a 
modern building elsewhere. Some time 
ngo. when the congregation was offered 
$160,000, at a meeting of the congre¬ 
gation it was decided not to sell the 
property, and insteud to make u num¬ 
ber of Improvements on the building. 

At a meeting a few days ago of the 
official board of the church Q. D. 
Vaughan, who is a member of the 
board, asked the members if they were 
willing to accept $170,000 for the prop¬ 
erty. Mr. Vaughan did not state that 
any one had made the bid through him. 
Coming in the manner it did. no action 
was taken by the board. The church 
is still free to net on any proposition 
that might be brought before it in tills 
fine, as the motion not to consider an 
offer for the property for five years wa* 
defeated when the question of sale was 
up some time ago. 

Those who favor the sale of the 
property argue that its sate would as¬ 
sure two handsome modern buildings 
for the city, adding materially to the 
growth of the city, as well as giving 
the congregation a uewly-uppolnted 
structure.

There has been of 
late but little said of the boasted new 
cotton Helds, relied on so confidently 
a year or two ago for competition In 
production and limitation In the price 
of the raw material. It has been qulto 
demonstrated that nowhere can cotton 
be raised so cheaply and of so high 
grade as here. What is needed Is the 
introduction of Its manufactured prod¬ 
uct to the countless millions who will 
need It as they rise In the Beale of 
civilization, and with war restrained 
there is little question that the de¬ 
mand will fully keep pace with the in¬ 
creased production. 


The Cotton Outlook. 

The measures taken by the cotton 
planters of the South for reducing the 
acreage of cotton and thereby prevent¬ 
ing an overproduction of the staple be¬ 
yond the capacity of the mills or the 
world's demand for the product, seem 
to be progressing very favorably. At 
the time the movement was Inaugurat¬ 
ed the price of cotton had fallen so 
low that with a like area of land In cul¬ 
tivation this year and a crop In pro¬ 
portion, there was great apprehension 
that the price would be below the cost 
of production. To guard against this 
Hunger energetic steps were taken to 
organize for the prevention of such 
effect. This resulted in a general con¬ 
vention of planters from all parts of 
the South, which met In New Orleans In 
midwinter and developed thorough 
unanimity In sentiment as well os ac¬ 
tion. It was agreed quite unanimously 
to reduce the acreage of cotton 25 per 
cent., with similar reduction In the 
use of fertilizers. At the same time 
provision was made for thorough or¬ 
ganisation of the cotton misers by dis¬ 
tricts, for the purpose of Instructing 
Individual agriculturists in regard to 
the plan and to promote Its execution. 
As an auxiliary measure for checking | 
the decline In the current price of cot¬ 
ton resolutions were adopted advising 
that the crop still unmarketed, In the 
hands of growers, should be withheld 
from sale, and commercial arrange¬ 
ments were proposed by which those 
pressed for money could secure loans 
upon their cotton Instead of sacrificing 
it 

The movement was a very difficult 
one to compass, owing to the number 
and wide dispersal of those engaged 
in cotton-raising. But It has so far 
proved successful beyond what could 
have been reasonably expected. The 
result has been that notwithstanding 
the lute census report has placed the 
last crop at 14,000,000 bales or more, 
being largely in excess of the Decem¬ 
ber report, which reduced the price so 
alarmingly. It had little or no depress¬ 
ing effect upon tho market at the time 
and has later been followed by a decid¬ 
ed advance. This has evidently been 
cuu6ed chiefly by the observance of the 
policy adopted for withholding from 
market the surplus crop still In first 
hands, so as to keep the market rate, 
at which rpinners have to buy, at a 
compensating figure. The strength of 
the market Is also stimulated by the 
atattstlcH showing general observance 
©f the resolution to limit the acreage 
©f the new crop and has been col lat¬ 
erally aided by the backward season. 
Which Is about a month later than last 
year. 

It is estimated that 2,000.000 bales of 
last year’s crop are still held in the 
f*outh. If thly were thrown on the 
market recklessly tho^nllls would avail 
themselves of the reduction In price* 
caused by the glut which would he 
occasioned, ujid would lay In a supply 
sufficient to last them until January 
next. This would enable them to stay 
out of the market when the now crop 
cornea In. Hence, despite tho expected 
decrease In production, cotton would be 
a drug on the market, and the pro¬ 
ducers. forced to sacrifice It to meet 
their debts, would not realize tho cost 
of raising the crop. Besides, the dam¬ 
age to the producers would be cumula¬ 
tive, as with accumulated stocks the 
spinners would repeat In the following 
year the same Injurious tactics. If. 
therefore, as now* seems reasonable, the 
policy of keeping from the market the 
surplus crop In first hands or letting 
out only such as will supply a healthy 
demand shall be maintained to the 
close of the present season, and the 
reduction of aercago observed, there Is 
every reason to look for continued pros¬ 
perity in the 8outh. 

Tho figures of the present crop may 
seem very high, but they are only com¬ 
paratively so from being greater than 
In any previous year. It Is, however, 
evident that the demand for cotton will 
qulto keep pace with production. Had 
it not been for the Russo-Japanese war 
shutting out many regions In tire East, 
where the demand for both gthe raw 
article and its manufactures had be¬ 
gun to show great increase, coupled 
with other causes, such os strikes or 
financial strictures, which closed many 
mills, there would have been active

New Movements For Peace. 

According to Representative Barth- 
oldt, the American delegates to the 
conference of the Interparliamentary 
Union, to be held at Brussels in Aug¬ 
ust, will present three propositions. 
They are: 

First —To bring the Central and 
South American republics officially Into 
the peace movement. This is declared 
to require only the Initiative of an Invi- 
tatlon. 

Second—To formulate a model arbi¬ 
tration treaty In which the subjects to 
be arbitrated shall be specified. This 
Is a result of the recent controversy 
between the President and the Senate 
over certain arbitration treaties pend¬ 
ing with foreign Governments and Its 
purpose Is to obviate the necessity of 
the President’s obtaining the consent 
of the Senate in each case. 

Third—To fix the basis of representa¬ 
tion in a permanent Congress of Na¬ 
tions. 

To work out tho details of the second 
and third propositions will be a severe 
task; to accomplish the adoption by 
the various nations of the measures ua 
drafted will be a harder one still. In 
the United States. In particular, It Is 
evident. Judging from events during the 
last session of the Senate, that It will 
not be a simple matter to put Into ef¬ 
fect the proposed “model arbitration 
treaty." 

However, every effort to insure peace 
between the world's nations 19 entitled 
to the sympathetic consideration of all 
Americans. Each step In the direction 
of arbitration hastens the enlightened 
day when war will be rare, if at all. 

As to the questions of disarmament 
and the absolute abolition of war, Mr. 
Bartholdt haj this to say of the Inter¬ 
parliamentary Union's attitude; 

“1 will say that we—and by 'we' I mean 
the active friends of peace and the mil¬ 
lions behind them—are not so foolish as 
to Imagine that we can abolish war abso¬ 
lutely. For tho present we do not e v QO 
oppose appropriations for the necessary 
increase of national defense, because wo 
know that, as long as arbitration has 
not been universally accepted as a means 
of settling controversies between nations, 
such defense will bo essential to our na¬ 
tional security. 

“Wo do not for tho ©resent udvocato 
disarmament, being absolutely certain 
that a permanent OungrcHS of Nations 
and the general adoption of tho principle 
of arbitration by the leading nations of 
tho world will be fallowed by disarma¬ 
ment as surely ns the dawn of morning 
will follow the darkness of the night/* 

Mr. Bartholdi's views and words are 
significant because he Is president of 
the union, an organization whose In¬ 
fluence was shown when it Inspired the 
Czar to call The Hague conference. 
To-day it commands the attention of 
all the Governments of the world in its 
discussions and actions. 


Schiller. 

German poetry boasts many nobl* 
names, but the greatest of are 

Goethe and Schiller. The former was 
born In 1740. and the latter in 1759. Not 
far apart In the time of birth. In death 
they were divided by an Interval of 
twvnty-«even y^ars. Goethe lived to 
the age of eighty*-three, while Sshiller 
dledi at forty-five. In the last years of 
Schiller 1 * life the two lived at Weimar 
and were Intimate friends. 

The centennial of Schiller's birth was 
celebrated tn 1859, but German admira¬ 
tion of hto genius eanqot wait till 1959 
for a general movement to do him 
honor. So the centennial of his death 
is also to be observed. TWs occurred 
ut Weimar on May 9, 1805. so that 
Tuesday is the exact centennial. But 
celebrations have been In progress for 
some time, and may continue during 
the week. 

Johann Christoph Friedrich von Schil¬ 
ler was born at Marbach, In Wurtem- 
berg. November 10, 1759. His father was 
a milKary surgeon, and his mother was 
the daughter of a baker and innkeeper. 
In si lectlng a profession he came near 
covering the entire field, and then fail¬ 
ed to stick to the profession chosen. 
He was first intended for the church, 
then for the law. but he became a 
surgeon In the army. While at the 
Latin school at Lud\vlg»bcrg his 
thoughts turned to theology, and at 
that period he conceived a tragedy 
under tho title of “The Christians." 
Afterward be entered the military 
a^hool at Solitude, wh -re he selected 
medicine as his profession, but the 
utmusphere of the military acamedy 
was not congenial to him. When twen¬ 
ty-one years of age he became physi¬ 
cian and surgeon to a regiment of 
grenadiers at Stuttgart. When twenty- 
two years of age he finished the trag¬ 
edy 'The Robbers," which was first 
produced In Murinhidm, January 13, 
1782. In April of that year he took his 
degree as Doctor of Medicine. The 
next month he left Stuttgart, without 
yeave, to visit Dulberg, director of the 
Mannheim slug*. For Vhl# he wau sen¬ 
tenced to fourteen days* imprisonment. 
Besides, objection was made to his 
tragedy that it idealized brigandage, 
and the Duke of Wurtemberg directed 
him to adhere to his profession tuid 
eschew literature. Not being willing to 
do this, he ran away, thus terminating 
his medical and military career. 
Necci&urlly* he resorted to literature. 


Llk? many other authors, he was often 
In financial trouble* in hU early career, 
and at one time thought of resuming 
the practice of medicine. But he found 
many sympathetic friends, who lent 
him assistance, and his Industry was 
continually putting out new works 
which added to his fame. The pe¬ 
cuniary returns, however, were not 
sutficient to prevent him from resort¬ 
ing to various expedients to keep the 
pot boiling. He was theatrical poet for 
the stage ail Mannheim, he originated 
a lltciUTy magazine called tho Thalia, 
he obtained, with the help of Goethe, 
a placv as professor of history in the 
Undversity of Jena, which paid 200 
thalers a year, and he received small 
annual pension* from several sources. 
In 1799 ho removed to Welmur, w here 
he enjoyed the friendship of Goethe and 
a circle of men and women eminent in 
various walks of life. 

Schiller to classed as & philosophical 
poet. He became enamored of the 
works of Kant, whose philosophy Is 
reflected in many of Schiller’s poems. 
But the range of his activity was 
rather wid*?. Of dramatic poetry, be¬ 
sides “The Robbers” of . his early years, 
“Love and Intrigue." “Don Carlos.” the 
Wallenstein trilogy, “William Tell," 
and others are well known. His “Song 
of the Bell" is a noble monument of 
hto Fklll a a a lyric poet, and gave the 
suggestions for Longfellow'** “Building 
of the Ship." In prose, among other 
things, he wrote “TTie Revolt of The 
Netherlands* and “The Thirty Years* 
War,** the latter, according to Carlyle, 
“the best historical performance which 
Germany could boast of." 

Like many another son of genius. 
Schiller was not very happy in his life. 
In his epilogue to the “Song of the 
Bell," Goethe write* that what life 
gave him by halves after-age shall give 
him in full, and the prediction is In 
process of fulfillment. It Is tho oW 
story of "fame when the ear has grown 
too dull to hear, wealth when the 
senses it should please axe (Lad." But 
whatever the "Noch'weK" of Goethe, 
whatever after-ngfa can do for a man 
that Is dead. Schiller enjoys In fullest 
measure. Tho Impression he made on 
the world was profound* and love, of 
which he got but half hto share in life, 
is given without stint to his memory u 
century after his d'euth. 

Persons Who “Never Have Time.” 

Here and there and everywhere are 
to be fotind the man and the woman 
who "never have time."

They would call on their friends, cul¬ 
tivate goodfellowship and add to tho 
comforts of living, but they have so 
many other things to do that they 
cannot find time for this. 

They would like to make certain 
strokes for the extension of their busi¬ 
ness, but the same shortage of time 
renders it Impossible. 

Idlers and dallters! They deceive 
themselves and think they are de¬ 
ceiving others. They are not. “Never 
have the time” simply because they do 
not take the time. 

Doers always have the time to do. 
Busy men always find time to complete 
their tasks. They cannot lengtheu a 
day. so they crowd their tasks into 
Its limits. They make the hour* that 
are available suffice. 

If you are one of those who “never 
have time" change your ways. Try this: 
Make up each day a schedule of what 
you shall do at each hour, and do not 
budge from the schedule. It will sur¬ 
prise you to find how readily you can 
dispose of a task within a certain 
time If you convince yourself that you 
have to.

Let each 
Item on the schedule be regarded as 
an inviolate engagement with yourself, 
and do not let the business of one 
item cut Into the time set for the next.

Mr. Carnegie's Benevolence. 

The munificent gift of $10,000,000 by 
Mr. Carnegie for the support of disabled 
und superannuated teachers, just before 
his departure for his summer vacation 
at Skibo Castle, has quite overshadowed 
a meritorious donation of less magni¬ 
tude. but well worthy of credit. A 
small stream known as Millstone river 
runs near Princeton. N. J.. skirting the 
university grounds and flunked by 
marshy meadows. For many years the 
students had cherished the hope of mak¬ 
ing a lake for rowing und boat races, 
but the means were larking. During u 
visit to ex-President Cleveland, who has 
for his residence there “Alorven," the 
old homestead of Richard Stockdon, 
signer of the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence. Mr. Carnegie wns struck 
with the adaptability of the 
stream for the purpose, and 
expressed a desire to contribute the 
amount necessary to moke the lake. 
The estimated cost was $125,000, and the 
work, which is expected to be complet¬ 
ed within the current year, la now well 
under way. 

The lake will extend from a point 
within the university grounds to Kings, 
ton. about three and a half miles, and 
will huve a width varying from 400 to 
1,000 feet and u depth of from one foot, 
near the shore, to twelve feet In the 


channel, which will be 300 feet wide. 
A drive of seven miles will be construct¬ 
ed around the lake by building new 
stretches of road to connect those al¬ 
ready In use. This will be a valuable 
acquisition for Princeton which has held 
its own in college athletics against oth¬ 
er universities, except In boating, ren¬ 
dered Impracticable from Its Inland lo¬ 
cation and the absenc* of water. The 
new lake will give it a course as good 
as that of Cambridge or Oxford, and 
It may not be long before both Yale and 
Harvard will find a new competitor for 
aquatic honors. 

It Is by such thoughtful and judicious 
minor acta of benevolent liberality that 
Mr. Carnegie fills up the gaps between 
his donations of millions to more far- 
reaching objects. Insuring for himself 
a lasting remembrance among men. A 
recent compilation of his charities of va¬ 
rious kinds fixes the total at over $130,- 
000.000, which la but a small part of the 
ultimate total If he shall carry out his 
avowed purpose not to die rich. It 
must be not so much the magnitude of 
the sum total as the sentiment which 
prompts the gifts and the spirit In 
which they are given that have won for 
him such respect and gratitude, while 
the dispensation of Mr. Rockefeller's 
accumulations resulting from the trust 
system calls down upon him the very 
opposite public expression.

One can easily comprehend the deli¬ 
cacy of feeling that prompted Mr. 
Crowe to request the withdrawal of the 
offer of $50,000 reward to anybody who 
would bring him to the Nebraska city. 
Naturally, a gentleman of his sensitive 
nature and raflned temperament did 
not care for gross, sordid things to huve 
anything to do with his visit to his old 
home. 

It is readily understood, also, why 
he should express a desire for the filing 
away of an indictment charging him 
with the indiscretion of kidnaping. No 
gentleman of high breeding und noble 
Instincts would care to enter any fair 
city if he were to be met with such a 
vulgar greeting. 

The authorities and people of Omaha, 
therefore, did what every considera¬ 
tion of hospitality and good feeling de¬ 
manded In w ithdrawing the reward and 
bidding Mr. Crowe welcome to their 
beautiful city. His offense was so very 
trivia), and It occurred so very long 
ago—it was at least four years ago— 
that It might well be overlooked; be¬ 
sides. to inflict any sort of punishment 
upon ft kidnaper would be to establish 
a very bad precedent. Once punish u 
kidnaper and the first thing you know 
some Irresponsible person will be call¬ 
ing for punishment for an umbrella 
borrower. 

What^ Is more weighty still, nothing 
so slight as the breach of etiquette that 
certain two or three envious fellow-cit¬ 
izens accused him of could detract from 
his desirability as a citizen. He will be 
an ornament to Omaha. He la a dis¬ 
tinguished luminary that would shed 
light upon even an electric light plant. 

Mr. Crowe announces his determtqa 
tton to go Into business In Omaha. 
Doubtless it is ( the saloon business he 
will engage In. He ought to be able to 
conduct the most Illustrious and em¬ 
inent bar-room In the town and com 
mund the most aristocratic and most 
scholarly patronage. We would sug 
gest that the Commercial Club of 
Omaha give him a banquet and bom 
bard him with reception oratory of the 
most genuine Nebraskan vintage, In 
keeping with his dignity and influence 
and business prestige. The next step 
Is to prosecute to the full extent of tho 
law the contemptible creatures who 
dared to endeavor the blemishing of our 
hero’s character by charging him with 
kidnaping—as slight, mind you, as the 
offense may be. 

Great Is Mr. Crowe. Long may he 
live; may he pass the rest of his days 
In peace and happiness and go to his 
grave after a tranquil old age.

After several days of negotiations, 
Manager Jaanes B. Camp closed a con¬ 
tract with H. J. Pain, of London and 
New York, during the past week for the 
production in Louisville during the 
week of June 12 of Pain’s war spectacle 
of the Fall of Port Arthur. This open- 
air spectacle will be seen only In about 
five cities outside of New York this 
year, as on July 1 It will open for the 
remainder of the season at Manhattan 
Beach. N. Y. 

In order to give an adequate Idea of 
what Is required to produce this great 
spectacle, it is necessary to have a 
spuce covering not less than 400 by 400 
feet of ground, equal to one of the 
largest city blocks. Port Arthur, with 
its vicinity of mountains, harbor, etc., 
will be shown by one of the largest 
stage pictures In the world. The neces¬ 
sary scenery and effects cover a run¬ 
ning space of 400 feet, while the per¬ 
spective portion Is over 100 feet and the 
height of the scenic effects will tower 
over sixty feet. 

Mr. Pain, always on the nlcrt for 
Just such opportunities as are offered 
by war. has hod on the scenes of action 
of the Japanese-Russia war a staff of 
urtlMts. scenic painters, electricians and 
pyrotechnic makers. »o as to reproduce 
In miniature the great struggle. 

In the spectacle It is necessary to 
have the services of fully 400 men, 
women and children, and a number of 
horses to carry out the action of the 
open-nlr drama. 

Bo large Is the production with Its 
scenery, mechanical effects, wardrobe, 
guns, cannons, pyrotechnic makers’ 
outfit, costumes, etc., that it requires 
a special train of fifteen cars to trans¬ 
port it. 

All will not be w ar and carnage in th* 
spectacle, as Mr. Pain will bring two 
troupe of Japanese and Russian artists, 
acrobats, etc., who will show their 
marvelous skill in various w*ays. 

One of the features of the entertain¬ 
ment comes immediately after the ac¬ 
tion of the spectacle. It Is a splendid 
display of fireworks, of which Pain 
stands un equaled the world over. 
Patrons of Manhattan Beach. N. Y.. for 
the past quarter of a century well 
know the grandeur of Pain's fireworks. 
New features and novelties will be pro¬ 
duced at eoch performance. A feature 
of each night's entertainment of fire¬ 
works will be the reproduction In fire 
of the Generals of the Southrrn army. 

For the accommodation of the crowds 
who are expected to attend these enter¬ 
tainments, the Pain Company carries 
seats for the accommodation of 10,000 
people.

— From a 
diplomatic source the Courier-Journal 
correspondent secured a literal transla¬ 
tion of Gen. DragomlrofTs letter to the 
C 2 ar on Russia’s chance to win.

If we denude our Western 
frontier and our Central Asiatic fron¬ 
tier of troops.

“And if the Minister of Finance, 
without lying or evasion, can assure 
your majesty that the gold reserve Is 
Intact and that we will have enough 
money to carry on the war: 

“Then, after placing Into the field a 
new’ army of one million men; after 
adding to the Siberian road another 
track, and after kicking out every ras¬ 
cal connected with the commissary de¬ 
partment, every Incompetent among 
the General and every drunkard In the 
officers’ corps—all this being accom 
pushed we may have a chance to win— 
provided nothing unusual and unex¬ 
pected happe ns In Manchuria-" 

ALEXANDRA LOVES PEACE. 

What the Queen Said In a Talk 
With a Famous Author.

Paris, April 25 —Etinne Rlckrt, thj 
famous author, reported to the Courier- 
Journal correspondent ns follows on 
the conversation he had with Queen 
Alexandra at Mureelfle*: 

“Do not mention politics, please, the 
wife of a sovereign has nothing to do 
with that. According to my ideas of 
queenship, the supreme duty of 
crowned women is to educate their 
children and make thorn understand 
that one of the nu>st responsible and 
most difficult tasks in the world is 
awaiting them if they grow up. The 
pleasantest duty of a queen, on the 
other hand. Is to succor the needy and 
alleviate human misery. For my part, 
I like nothing better. 

“These*are moving times In which we 
live, and no inttm or woman, high or 
low escapes being drawn into contro¬ 
versies ©f an economic and sociological 
order. I confess I do not remain un* 
moved by the spectacle of the gTeat 
masses trying to better their condition. 
Sometime* they go about it In an Incor¬ 
rect way. but thait they should be ex¬ 
cited and make mistakes strike* me as 
natural. 

“It is my firm belief that woman's 
influence will be paramount in the 
solving of the social questions of the 
day; womanly virtues, the love they 
bear to mankind will mrvmth the roads 
leading to a successful solution. They 
will proclaim the universal evangefium 
of Justice and love for all. Where Jus¬ 
tice and love triumph, tho social ques. 
tlon is solved. 

“Yes. men are forever talking of war, 
we women tihlnk of nothing but peace, 
peace at home, among the different 
classes of citizens, and international, 
universal peace."

Thus 
the beautiful scheme leaked out, and 
now the bar association of Paris has 
taken the matter In hand. It Is deter¬ 
mined to drive the black sheep from 
the fold and the lady clients trem¬ 
ble. 

AUTO TRADE WANING. 

Orders From American Millionaires 

Becoming Few and Far Between. 

[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 

Paris, April 25.—Orders of American 
millionaires for automobiles are be¬ 
coming few and far between, and 
French automobile builders grudgingly 
admit that their supremacy Is a tiling 
of the past and that they must strike 
out on new lines If they want to re¬ 
main In the business. A well-known 
manufacturer said to the Courier- 
Journal correspondent: “The United 
States will probably manufacture from 
12.000 to 15,000 more autos this year 
than France. We have almost lost tho 
American trade for these Reasons Tho 
Americans build as good an automobile 
as we. our machines are more or loss 
unsulted for the miserable American 
roads, and. thirdly, we don't make 
any utility machines, bending all our 
efforts on achieving space. We sold a 
lot of autos to Great Britain last year, 
but since then orders have become 
scarce because British manufacturers 
are now turning out very excellent 
autos. Bo do German manufacturers, 
and naturally our trade Is falling off 
all around." 

A number of French auto builders, 
recognizing the al>ove facts, are going 
In for “utility machines." 

Strikers Respect Uncle Sam.

Paris. April 25.—When the striking 
porcelain makers of Llmogto w**re 
about to Invade one of the largest fac¬ 
tories. the proprietor hoisted an Im¬ 
mense American flag over the gateway 
and the police were ordered to protect 
the slurs and stripes against all haz¬ 
ards. Fearing International complica¬ 
tions, the police president r^ad th - riot 
act and appealed to the patriotism of * 
the strikers, saying that it would mean 
war with the greatest naval power In 
th? world If the red, white and blue 
emblem were touched. The strikers 
took the hint and departed. 


Inoculation For Diphtheria.

Marseille*. April 26.—I)r. Lop. the fa¬ 
mous children's phyulclan. gave the fol. 
lowing figures concerning diphtheria 
serum: 

“I tried protective Inoculation against 
diphtheria In ten families, having twen¬ 
ty-seven children. The serum was ap¬ 
plied Immediately aftt*r a stoter, or 
brother, had been seized by the fearful 
Illness. There were no malignant con¬ 
sequences whatever. Meet of the chil¬ 
dren were able to gt> back to school 
after forty-eight hours. None of them 
suffered from diphtheria either during 
their relative'© Illness or afterwards."

BICHEST FARM 


Only Product From Its 
Soil Is Petroleum. 


IS OWNED BY ROCKEFELLER. 


VALUED AT TWO MILLIONS, 
YIELDS 400 PEE CENT. 


COVERED WITH OIL TANKS. 


The onslaught of Kansas upen the 
Standard Oil Company has called atten¬ 
tion to the fact that near this city John 
D. Rockefeller has what Is undoubtedly 
the richest farm In the world, and not a 
dollar's worth of produce Is raised upon 
it. The farm consists of 400 acres of tine 
land. Its value Is nearly $2,000,000 and 
its annual crop amounts to about 
$8,000,000, says the Xcodesha (Kan ) 
correspondent of the New York Sun. 

Mr. Rockefeller doesn’t try any ex¬ 
periments with com or wheat, nor does 
he try to Increase his wealth by en- 
gaging In the raising of cattle, sheep 
or hogs. The Rockefeller farm Is purely 
a tank farm, and Is so called in this 
neighborhood. At approximately the 
same distance apart on the 400 acres are 
fifty big oil tanks, each having a stor¬ 
age capacity of from 35,000 to 60,000 
barrels of oil. A space of eight acre# 
Is set apart for each tank, and around 
each is a dyke of earth about five feet 
In height, thrown up to catch the oil 
should a leak be sprung or to. fight 
away the flames should they come In 
the wake of a stream of oil that had 
burst its confines. 

Each of the tanks Is made of sheet 
steel and cost about $4,000. They are 
fifty feet in diameter and thirty feet 
high. They rest flat on the ground 
The steel floor Is covered with heavy 
black oil paper, and a conical roof sur¬ 
mounts the whole. A stairway leads to 
the roof from the ground. In the mid¬ 
dle of It is a door locked with a Rocke¬ 
feller padlock, a special design, which 
cannot be duplicated and to which only 
trusted employes carry keys. 

t • » 

Surplus Supply Stored. 

In these tanks are stored the surplus 
oil of the Kansas field. The production 
has been Increased greatly. A year 
ago It was about 13.000 barrels a nay. 
now It Is more than twice that figure. 
The Standard refinery here can take 
care of only 2.500 barrels a day, but 
at Sugar Creek, near Kansas City, the 
company is putting up an Immense one. 
Even this, however, would have been 
Inadequate. 

If the State is going to put the com¬ 
pany out of business in Kansas the 
Standard will lose several millions In 
Investments, such as the tank farm, 
which cannot well be moved without 
great Impairment. There ure smaller 
farms at Humboldt and Caney. 

These tank farms are connected with 
the oil fields everywhere Big mains 
run Into each of the six large produc¬ 
ing counties, and from these laterals 
extend to wherever there Is any oil. 
The moment an operator can show a 
production of fifty barrels a day the 
Standard will build him a pipe line. 
Until the recent fuss this was the rule, 
and gangs of pipe layers were kept 
busy all the time, many wells being 
capped awaiting the arrival of the 
pipes. 

More than $ 6 , 000,000 Is Invested by the 
Standard In pipe lines In this State, 
bond tcalnloada of pipe and sheet steel 
were dally sights in the field last sum¬ 
mer. Each main line Is supplied with 
a pumping station which forces the oil 
through the pipes. Where the o'l does 
not run by gravity the 8 tandard has 
been paying a cent a barrel for the 
steam used In pumping, which In Itself 
has becorm* a good source of Income for 
the operators. * r

Forty men are employed to ride the 
pipe lines and gauge the oil. Their 
business is to look for thefts and lenks 
Oil stealings have not been Infrequent 
In the past. A line will be tapped at 
some secluded point and a wagonload 
of oil taken, to be sold later to the re¬ 
finery people. 

These gaugers visit the oil wells 
measure the oil and run.lt into the line 
They give the operator a ticket and 
he sends the accumulated ones to tb* 
headquarters on the first of the month 
and gets his check. Ants affidavit must 
accompany each claim, tn which Is a*t 
out the name of the owner of the roy¬ 
alty. Few of the wells are'operated 
by the owners of the land, most of 
whom take life easy on their monthly 
royalties. These they receive direct 
from the Standard office*. In thia way 
they feel sure the operators are not 
defrauding them. 

The Kansas field Is divided by the 
Standard Into two districts. The di¬ 
viding line runs Just on the north sldo 
of Neodesha. The company does n^t 
believe that the oil In the north end 
of the field Is os good as that lei the 
south end, and a difference of 20 cents 
a barrel Is made. The man with a well 
Just north of the line gets that much I 
less than a man with a well a hun- . 
dred feet tiway, but on the south side 1 
of It, and this has aroused much feel¬ 
ing. The com pan w retorts that "It 
must make the division somew here, and 
somebody must get hurt." Very heavy 
*8 produced in the north end.

WHERE RAIN -NEVER CEASES. 

INew York Sun.) 

Trains stop for a few minutes on the 
Canadian side of the Niagara Falls to let 
the passengers enjoy the Horseshoe Fu1Ib 
from a point of view whence they may be 
seen in all their grandeur. No such pleas¬ 
ure awaits the travelers who cross tho 
cantilever railroad bridge that was com¬ 
pleted arrow the Zambesi gorge on Sat¬ 
urday. Trains on tho bridge will be within 
l.MO feet of the great Victoria Falls, four 
times as large as Niagara, but not a 
glimpse of them can be had from the 
bridge because the plateau on which Its 
ends rest Is exactly on a level with the 
lip of rock over which the river plunges 
Into the mighty .chasm. Tho Zumbusl 
Falls will make their presence felt, how¬ 
ever. and the crossing of this bridge will 
be an experience which, perhaps. Is not 
supplied to railroad travelers In any 
other place on the globe. 

Tho sun shines brightly In that region 
and Its full blase Is likely to be turned on 
the train as It approaches the bridge Be¬ 
fore reaching It, a deluge of rain will dash 
against the windows and patter on the 
car r<*nfa and the passage of the gorge 
will always be made In the midst of a 
downpour. A little way beyond the bridge 
the rain ceases as suddenly as it began. 

The sudden plunge of the fourth largest 
river of Africa Into a gorge MO feet below 
causes columns of vapor to fl*e high Into 
the air. a phenomenon that led the na¬ 
tives to apply the name “The Great 
Smoke” to th«* falls. In the cooler air 
above the vapor condenses and rain in¬ 
cessantly inundates an area below the

Advancing To Higher Place. 


There could be no surer evidence, not 
merely of the awakening of the South, 
but of the fact that It 1* Industrially 
wide awake and undergoing remarka¬ 
ble development. It would be a matter 
of merely temporary and present mo¬ 
ment to say that business In the South 
Is now active and prosperous.

The unexpected size of the crop 
was regarded as a calamity when the 
figures were announced, hut the price 
has of late shown an upward tendency, 
and a great deal of cotton has been held 
back to get the advantage of the rise. 
Again the crop. In spite of the early dis¬ 
appointment, will add enormously to 
the wealth of the South. In this coun¬ 
try capital almost of necessity creates 
business. The Southerners are every¬ 
where seeking home Investments for 
their money. Manufactures are Increas¬ 
ing, and through a wiser choice of crops 
and better processes Southern agricul¬ 
tural productiveness has of late nota¬ 
bly Increased.

These conditions explain why the 
South now outstrips the North In the 
figures of new railroad mileage. As 
industries multiply and business In¬ 
creases transportation facilities are re¬ 
quired. Moreover, alert-minded men In 
the South are already studying the ef¬ 
fect upon the Southern half of the 
Union, and particularly upon the Gulf 
States, or the opening of the Panama 
Canal. That event seems a long way 
nit. but not too far oft to be reckoned 
with.

TEAKS THE RACE PROBLEM. 


Chicago. May 6.—Comparative' quiet 
reigned in the downtown street* to¬ 
day for the first time since tho «cora- 
^mencement of the teamsters* strike. 
There were a few scattered outbreaks, 
but there >vns a complete absence of 
tho marching crowds that for days fol¬ 
lowed the wagons of boycotted firms 
through the streets and seized upon 
every opportunity to attack drivers and 
wagon gdards. Although there have 
been no positive developments as yet. 
there Is a strong feeling, both on the 
part of the employers and the strikers, 
that the worst of the strike has been 
passed and that In a few days the 
gtreeta of the city will be cleared for 
traffic. 

There were but two riots worthy of 
the name to-day. The first was start¬ 
ed at Canal and West Madison streets. 
IA caravan of coal wagons, under the 
guard of a fe%v Deputy Sheriffs, was 
proceeding south In Canal street when 
a number of union teamsters formed a 
blockade. Jt was but a few second? 
later that a general fight was In prog- j 
ress and the nonunion men were as¬ 
sailed with the usual rain of stones 
®nd bottles. A riot call was sent to 
t>e*plalnes-»treet Police fetation, and a 
Strong force of policemen, under the 
Command of Lieut. O’Connor, came 
charging Into the cru vd. They ham¬ 
mered both sides Indiscriminately, ar¬ 
rested twelve men who hod been throw¬ 
ing stones at the wagons and dis¬ 
persed the crowd. Nobody was serious¬ 
ly hurt.

Another Fight. 

The other fight took place at the 
bower-houye of the Union Traction 
Company, at Croiby atid Hobble 
greets. The Peabody Coal Company, 
which has the contract to deliver coal 
to the power-house, had delivered 250 
tons In barges, and a large force of 
begroes was set to work wheeling the 
coal from the barges to the power- 
Imhms. The sight of the colored men 
engwed the crowd of strike sympathis¬ 
ers which was around the building, and 
the negroes were assailed with brick*, 
■tones and lumps of coal. William Gil¬ 
bert. one of the colored men, was 
•truck on the head with a lump of coal 
and seriously Injured. A detail of po¬ 
lice from the East Chicago-avenue Po¬ 
lice Station restored quiet after a few 

gushes Into the crowd.

Oscar De Priest. CPunty Commis¬ 
sioner, made demand on Sheriff Darrett 
to-day for the swearing in of negroes as 
Deputy Sheriffs. Commissioner De 
Priest had three negroes with him 
whom he desired sworn In. He met the 
Sheriff with the remark: “Mr. Sheriff, 
you told me yesterday that you would 
swear In colored men as deputies If I 
gave you responsible parties. I have 
already recommended white men for 
deputies and you have 
I have now other nten who are gimd 
American citizens, who wish to be ap¬ 
pointed. but they are negroes. I* there 
any reason why they should not be ap¬ 
pointed?’* 

The Sheriff replied to the Commis¬ 
sioner: 

“I did give you my promise yester¬ 
day that i w*ould appoint negroes as 
deputies. But since th^n 1 have recon¬ 
sidered the matter. I have thought it 
over and I will not appoint any negroes 
as deputies. Do you wish me to start 
a race war? I am here to stop rioting, 
not to make trouble. 1 am endeavoring 
to secure peace, and I think it Is com¬ 
ing.” 

Commissioner De Priest turned to the 
negroes in waiting and said: 

“You won’t be appointed and you 
need not wait.” 

The scene created quite a IRtle ex¬ 
citement In the Sheriff’s office, it tak¬ 
ing place in the outer room, where 
score* of men were standing to be 
sworn in for the service with the ex¬ 
press companies and the department 
store*.

Investigation of the Tobacco Trust by 
representatives of the Department of 
Justice hns been going on since Decem¬ 
ber 7. 19<)4. On that date Attorney 
General Moody ordered an Inquiry into 
the operations of the American Tobacco 
Company on a complaint of the Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee Planters’ Associa¬ 
tion. made In person by its president, 
Felix Ewing, of Tennessee. The Investi¬ 
gation was similar In character to that 
of the Beef Trust, nnd Injunction and 
possible criminal proceedings were 
aimed at. 

• • • 

Valuable Information Secured. 

Yesterday's developments in New 
York show that sufficient knowledge 
had been obtained of the doings of the 
trust to warrant a general Investiga¬ 
tion. and that Is now going on. Attor¬ 
ney General Moody said to-day that 
he could not depart from his fixed 
rules not to discuss the proceedings of 
any case under way. He had not heard 
from New York that ivrtlou had been 
taken against a member of the trust 
for refusing to give testimony. 

When the investlgotlon was begun A. 
E. Gamer, a lawyer of 8pr!ngfleld. 
Tenn., wag employed by the department 
to Investigate the operations of the 
American Tobacco Company in the 
South. Later on Henry W. Taft, a 
brother of Secretary Taft, was em¬ 
ployed by the Attorney General to con¬ 
duct an Investigation In New York, the 
headquarteiw of the trust. Mr. Taft has 
been at work in a quiet way gathering 
testimony since the beginning of the 
year.

A Conspiracy In Restraint of Trade. 

The sj»eclflc chxu-ge of the Plonters’ 
Association was that the American To¬ 
bacco Company was maintaining a 
monopoly In violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The complaints were 
very nearly of the same character as 
those made against the beef trust, thnt 
the tobacco company made arbitrary 
prices to producers, and that the lat¬ 
ter had no alternative, there being no 
other market for their goods. It is 
also maintained that the trust agrees 
on a price to consumers In violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, and that 
the American Tobacco Company is a 
conspiracy In restraint of trade. 

• • « 

Department of Labor Also Investi¬ 
gating. 

At the same time an Investigation of 
the entire tobuceo Industry by the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor ha* 
been going on since January 1. This 
Is entirely Independent of the case of 
the Department of Justice, and Is not 
for the purpose of prosecution. Toward 
the end of the session of the last Con¬ 
gress the rigltatton of tfie Planters* As¬ 


sociation In the South gained such , 
headway that Former Representative | 
Kehoe. of Kentucky. Introduced a res¬ 
olution In the House calling on the De¬ 
partment of Justice to investigate the 
Tobacco Trust, with a view to prose¬ 
cute for violation of tho Sherman 
law. Before this resolution was re¬ 
ported a committee was sent to con¬ 
sult the Attorney General. They 
learned from Mr. Moody that an Inves¬ 
tigation was already on. and the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee declined to call a 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
the resolution.

A Pension Office Conscience Fund. 

If an epidemic that has recently 
broken out among peri si on-drawing 
veterans throughout the country 
spreads, the Pension Office will soon 
have a s<»rt of conscience fund, which 
will rival that of the Treasury De¬ 
partment. 

Alc\« two weeks ago a Grand Army 
veteran in the West, wrote to the Com¬ 
missioner of Pensions that he had re¬ 
covered the health he had Ux*t years 
ago. and felt that, he* wus no longer 
entitled to draw a pension. This has 
been followed by several other wav¬ 
ers of ivmsion claims from pensioners 
In various parts of the country*. 

The irx\*t recent ease Is that of a 
man who lives at Pierre, S. D.. a letter 
fn m whom was received by Commis¬ 
sioner Warner yesterday. It read- 

“Dear Mr. Commlssloner: "I feel that 
I am no longer en titled to draw a pen¬ 
sion from Uncle Sam.

The railroad is hauling carload after 
carload of fine, but spoiled berries, to 
the river and dumping them as so 
much garbage. The loss to the truck 
growers of this section will be at least 
$600,000. These figures seem absurd, 
but are absolutely reliable. The Fruit 
Growers’ Express Company has failed 
to supply the refrigerator cars. The 
farmers are flicking their berries us 
rapidly ns they can and turning them 
over to the station agent here, but the 
situation Is growing worse. The ex¬ 
press company is held responsible, and 
claims for $200,000 damages have been 
filed. More than one hundred Northern 
commission men are here ready and 
eager to pay from $2 to $3 a crate for 
the berries, if they could ship them. 
The situation is unique nnd Interesting. 

Thousands of crates of the prettiest 
fruit are on the yard, and the rotting 
berries smell from one end of town to 
the other. Cars loaded with the decay¬ 
ing fruit give fo rth Ju ice and steam.

■a | EXT Wednesday afternoon, at 
beautiful Churchill Downs, the 
1 Thirty-first Kentucky Derby will 

bo run. and If the weather la fair 
and the track fust It will probably prove 
to be tho bent rue© of Its kind ever run 
over this historic course. 

Seven colts, game and true and bred 
on the best thoroughbred lines will face 
the barrier In this event, and It Is not 
Unlikely that a number of others will be 
■ent to the post. The officials of the 
New Louisville Jockey Club expect a field 
of from nine to twelve, but tho seven 
mentioned, barring accidents between 
now and Wednesday, will certainly strive 
for the glory und the 16,000 purse which 
«oes to the winner. 

And what a field It Is! Not since Aris¬ 
tides. the ’'Little Red Horse,** won the 
Derby In 1875 hus such a well-matched 
bunch of thoroughbreds been eligible to 
the Kentucky turf classic. Hindoo, In his 
year, Joe Cotton In his. Ben Brush In 
bis, Lieut. Gibson (n his, and most of 
the others who belong to this roll of 
honor, were tho winners of fine races, 
but not of an event such as will be run 
next Wednesday afternoon. When Agile 
and Ram's Horn start the result will 
decide a question w'hich has worried 
Western horsemen nil spring. Is Dr. 
Doggo as good a horse as hts perform¬ 
ances In California during tho past win¬ 
ter and spring have indicated? Is an¬ 
other question thut followers of the turf 
are eager to see answered; how has Billy 
Phillips, who trains for Fred Cook, de¬ 
veloped Kurt emu n In his threc-year-old 
fortn; Is Ivan the Terrible as fine a colt 
as his races at Nashville show* him to be; 
are the people of the Bluegruss land mis¬ 
taken when they say thut Retort Is the 
fastest horse developed at Lexington In 
years? 

These are some of the problems which 
turfmen of the Middle West are trying 
to solve, and they will be worked out 
next Wednesday over the sandy sot! of 
the Derby mile and a quarter—a race that 
wilt undoubtedly furnish tho three-year- 
pld champion of the West of 1K6. 

For months the records of each candi¬ 
date for the Derby have beep discussed 
nnd the experts are ns much at sea now. 
only a few dnvs before the .race, as they 
were when they begun figuring on the 
probable winner. It Is true that Dr. Leg- 
go Iias won eighteen races und Rfem's 
Horn fifteen, while Agile has tvan only 
nine; but the victories of tCapt. 
B. S. Brown’* colt were won most¬ 
ly In the Bast, where the races 
ure harder und the fields of higher 
class than in the West. In Ids 
jilne races Agile won. with four seconds 
and three thirds, $24,000. while the prize 
money won by Rum's Horn und Dr. Leggo 
amounts to consklenib.y l©ss than twenty 
thousand each. Dr. Ix-ggo has won tho 
Covington Autumn, Stnkna and the Cali¬ 
fornia and Ascot Derbies. Ram’s Horn 
thus won the Speed Stuk*w and the b.'g 
Montgomery Handicap. Ivan the Terrible 
is the winner of the Cumberland Derby 
at NashvHle. Agile was the victor In the 
Sapphire Stakes, the Waldorf Stakes, the 
Tennessee Derby nnd the Pho*nix Hotel 
Stakes at Lexington last Wednesday. Be¬ 
sides. on June 15, of last year, be ran a 
dead heat with Red Friar at Brooklyn 
He carried 121 pounds and ran five and 
wne-half furlongs in 1:08 In tills mo©. 

These performances, coupled with the 
fact that Agile ha© shown splendid form 
thSi spring as a three-year-old, will un¬ 
doubtedly make the oon of Sir Dixon—Al- 
pciKi a slight favorite In the- coming Der 
t>y, but there fs not a turfman in the 
whole Western country who behoves Cap* 
Brown's <*dt will score arr easy victory. 
In fact Tiswd of the tralnvrs at Churchill 
Downs believe Riun’s Horn will win the 
t>lg end of the purse*. They think the rac© 
will b© a duel between Ram's Horn and 
Agile with tho Olivers close up and that 
Pt will be a battle from ’’©end to e©nd." 

A good part of Tennessee Is coming 
here to see Ivan the Terrible win the 
Kentucky Derby. The people of the Blue- 
*russ land, the home of the thoroughbred, 
say that Retort will win the big nice 
considerably easier than AJnn-o-Dnle did 
In 1802. or Plaudit In JfJS, llalmu In 18w», 
Joe Cotton In 18S3 or Leon at us In 188$. 
Flayers of form declare that Dr. L*ggo, 
In spite of the fact that he bos crutfc* J 
the continent for the roc*, Is nn absolute 
certainty. Biwood crossed the Rorkl©« 
■nd won the nice Inst year and rhe talent 
figures that Dr. Leggo Is a much better 
ferirso and will duplicate the victory of 
Xiasca I> n*nell’s colt. 

And then there are a few quiet ones 
who look wise nnd say little. They aro 
thinking of the fast miles and the hard 
work Billy Phillips luis given Kurtzman 
at Churchill Downs this spring and of 
the grand form the colt has displayed. 
Some say Kurtzman cannot go a route; 
tliut Ills race is three-quartprs of t mile; 
that the son of The Commoner—Marlon 
G. Is not bred to run a mile and a quar¬ 
ter. But these few r quiet men. If you 
question them closely, will shake their 
heads and finally say. “Keep your e> 
on Kurtzman." They know Billy Phillip 
Is one of the best trainers In tho coun¬ 
try and that he has cnrofully prewired a 
good hors© for the Kentucky classic 

Then there Is Suulsberry. a colt by 
^pplr gate—Cook. He belongs to Ed Al- 
vey. the local bookmaker, and many of 
the ratlblrds think he hus a good chance 
to win the Derby. Ho lias worked fust 
In preparation for the event, and a world 
of money will be wagered on hiatehnnee 
by Alvey. Green Jones. Logan Schwaner 
and other men who bet heavily on tho 
races. 

And so It Is that the thirty-first Ken¬ 
tucky Derby is a very open race, nnj all 
of Kentucky nnd most of Tennessee ex¬ 
pect a grand contest.* The crowd will 
break nil local records for attendance, at 
any event, because interest Is nt fever 
heat. Cheap rates are offered by ull the 
railroads entering the city, and thm 
there Is the sentiment, an Important fac¬ 
tor In racing at Churchill Downs, which 
makes the race to Kentuckians the blue- 
ribbon classic of the American turf.

First Pugilist To Bid Farewell To 
the Sport While Holding the 
Championship. 


TWO NEW MIDDLEWEIGHTS. 




T HE announcement of the retire-! 
nient of James J. Jeffries from 
the pugilistic arena was the prin¬ 
cipal topic of conversation in 
sporting circles during the past week, 
because no man has us yet been devel¬ 
oped who is worthy to take his place. 

No king coutd ever boast of a more 
absolute right to his title. Jeffries has 
attained the highest pinnacle of pugilistic 
success, and. Ilk© the doughty Alexander 
of history, there are no more worlds tor 
him to conquer. Perhaps It Is lethargy 
or ennui brought on by the tiresome wait 
for the appeuranc© of some worthy an¬ 
tagonist. or perhaps the more sentimen¬ 
tal cause—the wish of his wife—that has 
Induced him to declare to Cincinnati re¬ 
porters that he will never again tread the 
rosin dust of a roped urenu or even con¬ 
tinue to give the public an opportunity 
to view him with admiring eyes from In 
front of the footlights. 

It t« not an ur.wlse mow. this declara¬ 
tion of Jeffries to retire. Never In the his¬ 
tory of the ring hns a pugilist renlly bid¬ 
den farewell to hl» profession with cham¬ 
pionship laurel* still prew-Hn® hi* brow. 
The tjujorlty of them retired only when 
nocenkv demanded it; orrfy when no 
more Kfv-.kt-l* could be giined at their 
trade; only when th^y had tasted the bit¬ 
ter d*ne of defeat often and come to the 
reaUxatkin that the public was weary of 
them. Birt Jeffrie*' position m still un¬ 
tenable c,r any but him. Nowhere on tlx© 
pugilistic horizon looms up anyone who 
would have even a shadow of a ohtUJic© 
to win ht* UUv from him. If in truth he 
docs retire, and there Is every rrMOfl to 
believe thnt he wKI. not a stain will mar 
Ills pugilistic escutcheon. 

Few persons will deny that Jrffrle* is 
the greatest of all p-ugffltsts. He disposed 
with ©ua»* ull of the g.x>d one who con¬ 
fronted him—-Sharkey. Fitzsimmons, Cor¬ 
bett. Ruhlln and a host of others There 
was non© who g.ive n hint of being ids 
equal. He asrembd the ladder of success 
deliberately, but rtrmlv, and when he 
reached the top there' w;u* none cou.d 
deny him the right to tx’s position. Of 
course. Jeffries’ success was not due alone 
to Ls-rsonviC effort. Nature equipped him 
with an extraordinary* physique, such a 
one in fact as few men have. Ilte great 
hulk of body was able to endure more 
beating than an average pugilist and his 
elephantine strength was an Invaluable 
aid. There advantages nk>no could not 
have made him a oha.rrpion. however, lie 
hns be*ldf« a qt/fr'k Jyrnln. and Is endowed 
11beraU> with whot is known In pugtKstlo 
imrlnnce as * ring g©n©tnh*h!p." In recent 
year** he hns develop*-*! into ttltikwt a* 
clever a boxer as Jim Corbett; in fact, in 
hi* hurt battle with that gentleman It was 
said thut he displayed ulnviet a* much 
science os the eh fty .Tame* himself. Torn- 
«xa* Ryan, the middle-weight d:.cn>i4-*n. 
who tu Wight Jeffrie* much of what he 
knows about the finer tioints of the game, 
once foul; •*Jeffrie© was the best pupil l 
»ver hud. He rrtnsnbered everything I 
told him and used the knnwhdg.- to ud- 
\antege.“ 

Jrffrie* was born In Carroll. O.. thirty 
y*»ars ago. Strange us it may seem, his 
father wus an evangelist. When he be¬ 
come old enongh to work he obtained a 
P dMon in a boiler plant. Hi* talent for 
pugilism was displayed even when lie was 
i ery young man by continuous defeats 
of contemporary swain* in the village in 
w dri he lived. HI* first really big light 
v*.i« with Gus Ruhlln. with whom he 
j fotight a twenty-round draw In the next 
year he heat Jod Goddard In four rounds, 
i Petr Everett In three rounds. Tom Shar¬ 
ker it twenty rounds and Bob Armstrong 
In If ;t rounds.

•niOY.l tae attention or W A. Brndy, 
who ww managing Jinx Corbett and pre- 
parln him for hi* tight with Bob Fltx^ 
slrmxx ■" Brndy secured him as a spur¬ 
ring i rtmr for Corbett, nnd a mo*t ef- 
flcl< it n*- lx© was.

berry, and C. C. McCafferty. irho trains 
Dr. Leggo, to ask the dual question of 
their horses this morning, but the Indi¬

The trainer who was In the best lnimor 
of the bunch was McCafferty. IL* se* ni**d

Dr 
Leggo bus run at almost every distance 
up to three miles on all sort* of track and 
has always given u splendid account of 
himself.

•aid: 

•The spot is on the A. A. Bennett 
farm <B. F. C^mmack being the renter 
and occupant), one block e.ist and one- 
fourth of a mile south of the Chester¬ 
field schoolhouse. Our spot on the 
Jarm is situated right on the confluence 
of the Dea Moines river and the out¬ 
let of Brook's luke. Here on the high 
bank overlooking the river, with the 
little perennial- stream rushing and 
gurgling over the rocks and precipices, 
eager to Join Its companion, shaded by 
n. grove of stately block locusts and 
«umounded In the distance by precipi¬ 
tous bluff* and hills, we have a pro¬ 
tected. secluded and fascinating place 
attractive to the red man. Here they 
could retire, form their villa#*-, carry 
on their pursuits of the chase, fishing, 
trapping, domestic economics, simple 
os they were, and lastly perforin the 
ceremonies of the 1 last sad rites. The 
latter of which they unmistakably did 
do Is convincingly proved by the fruits 
of my researches. 

; "Previous to my investigations. I am 
both glad and sorry to relate, the own¬ 
er of the ground In excavating for 
.molding sand (the whole country for a 
few miles east and north Is a pleisto¬ 
cene deposit, ranging from fine sand to 
coarpe gravel, our spot being the fine 
eand) discovered the graves. I am glad 
because they only could be dbenvered 
*by accident, as there were no external 
evidences, the ground being smooth 
and level. I was sorry' for the reason 
of the recklessness with which fourteen 
of the graves had been disturbed. 

• • • 

Finds the Old Graves. 


•'After giving the place a casual sur¬ 
vey I enguged men and teams and be¬ 
gan my oporatlons by removing the 
sod, then haultnfer awny the dirt with 
•craper*. After removing the sod the 
excavation was an easy mAtter, the 
soil being a very floe, compact sand, 
which scraped very readily without 
plowing. I had been Informed that the 
,bo<!le* lay at a depth of between four 
find five'feet, no I directed the excava¬ 
tion to about four feet deep, not ex¬ 
pecting to reach anything before that 
but we soon began to find remains 
within about eighteen Inches of the sur¬ 
face. We then worked with more cau¬ 
tion. I am well satisfied that sonic 
things were scraped out unnoticed. We 
would scrape and dig with shoVels very 
cautiously until some signs of u dis¬ 
turbance or the soil would be noticed, 
then generally the next thing would be 
decayed board*, and in this manner a 
(grave would be discovered. Then the 
work proceeded entirely by hand, 
cautiously •uncovering the remain*. T 
noted the position of the skeleton, the 
relative distance from one another, the 
manner In which the accompanying 
paraphernal iu were placed. The work 
of forming conclusions in some In¬ 
stances wns very difficult, because of 
the very poor state of preservation. 

"I discovered nine graves, and four¬ 
teen were previously discovered by Mr 
Bennett; making twenty-three in nil. 
These lay in two straight parallel lines, 
loginning at the southeast comer of 
Mr. Cun mack’s residence, extending 
south through the doorynrd, the lines 
being directly north and south, the 
gmvea lying lit right angles to the lines 
and about six feet between them both 
ways. The skeletons, when wt*I 1 enough 
preserved to show, always laid fiat bn 
the back, the head to the west, legs 
extended and arms do*»* by the side 
Indications were constant that the 
bodies had been wrapped In blankets 
of different colors, made of coarsely 
woven wool, then the whole placed In 
A wooden box. nailed together with Iron 
nails and deposited In the ground at n 
<*epth of froyi eighteen inches to four

Indianapolis, Ind.. May 6—[Special.]—

humor In the new* Indiana antt-clgarette 
law. since Judge Alford, of this city, 
ha* Instructed the grand Jury to Indict 
every cigarette Bifiok-r concerning 
whom it can get evidence. The police 
Judge of thia city had a week before 
declared that he would fine only deal¬ 
ers In cigarettes, ns he regurds the new 
law as an Interference with personal 
liberty 

The cigarette trust Is seeking to avoid 
th** law by wrapping a well-known 
brand of cigarettes In a tobacco wrap¬ 
ier. and selling It under the old name 
bh Tittle clgara*' Cigarettes by mall 
s»-nt from N^v York are being adv. rtis- 
ed In all the paper*, a* Interstate selling 
cannot be prevented, and all the rl«k 
Is then run by the smoker. ClgirMtr 
"speakeasies* are In existence; but the 
disappearance of the cigarette is no¬ 


ticeable on the streets of every city In 
the State. 

The cigarette law' fixed fines of $25 
to $f.fl for first offense and $100 to $ 5 t )0 
ft»r a second offense, with the possibility 
of six months’ Jail sentences for the 
logfe 

No one can make. buy. sell, exchange 
or give away or keep a cigarette, a 
cigarette paper or wrapper. 

The law was fathered by State Sen¬ 
ator John W. Parks, of Plymouth, Ind.. 
who h«» been Introducing such a bill 
for tlhree Legislatures. The Senate one 
day passed it as a Joke on th- House, 
and sent It over to the Representa¬ 
tive*, who voted for It. because they 
thought If they did not the newspapei* 
would say the tobaccq trust had bought 
them. 

Bribery charges were made by Rep¬ 
resentative Ananias Baker, who sani 
that O. A. Bilker, a Marl, n, Ind., law¬ 
yer. representing the tobacco trust, had 
sent him five one hundred-dollar bills.

Jn scone' graves rhe only 
thing remaining Would lx* an Imprint 
ttf the box and blanket upon the hard 
soil bottom. These Imprints were a 
reduction of the l*ox. one foot, thick, 
and hto remains, reduced to a layer lens 
than an Inch thick, but wo plain as to 
be unmistakable Thet-e wm*M lie dis¬ 
covered by following downward it) th*- 
dfsturbed ground until the hard bottom 
was reached. The bottom often seemed 
n* though tt had been baked, in one 
(tWtamv of th. x.* Im.|.* intss 1 found a 
number of beads In the fine dusty re¬ 
mains. The glass beads were of an in¬ 
destructible nature, but ar>- all the 
more convincing proof <>f burial. 
Glass beads of several atyl-s wen* al¬ 
ways found at the neck. 

"Shell wampum was with LW'o skele¬ 
tons. one otf them hiving pointed wam¬ 
pum, the red paint on th... f.i > ; 
well preserved. This ehell wampum Is 
a production of their own art. nnd wa.i 
their money. A single pl**ce of It may 
be described «* a tube, about three-six¬ 
teenths of an Inch In diameter and on.* 
Inch long with a small hole through 
the center lengthwise. They are rut 
fn.m th- *hi 11 9f a :i ifii • biv tlv« 
molltyk. Venus nwnvnarbi. Thl- 
the common 4‘dlble clam .<f th- .».-t 
coast. Th»* valves of tihe shells hnv» 
a dark purple margin with a white In¬ 
terior. The piece cut from th** pur 1 
margin Is called their black wam-umi 
and was valued by them at about rhr . 
times that of the white. 1 found both 
kind*?, but far the greater part was th 
white.

Then It was worn the same as beads, 
but being their chief medium of ex¬ 
change. 

• • • 

Bracelets end Nose Rings. 

"Several tubular beads of shell were 
found. These are about two or three- 
eighths of an inch In diameter in center 
of the tube, slightly tapering to the end*, 
ranging from one and a half to four 
inches In length. These are cut from 
the columella of marine univalve mol- 
lusks. generally from some of the ful- 
gurs. A single specimen of these tubes 
represent* a great amount of patience 
and labor; to cut It out of the hard 
shell substance, work It dow n to shape, 
polish it and drill the hole through 
would be a task for a person to accom¬ 
plish with modern hand tools nowa¬ 
days, and much more of a task for our 
red-skinned predecessor In his rude 
workshop. 

"Among shell articles was a gorget or 
pendant mnde from a common fresh 
water shell, simply a disk of two Inches 
in diameter, with two holes In the mid¬ 
dle fqr suspending from the neck. 

"Bracelets of copper or bronze were 
among the finds. Some of these are 
very Ingeniously carved and worked 
out. Two nose rings of the same ma¬ 
terial. quite a number of hair orna¬ 
ments of some light metal; these latter 
were always found in small bunches 
Just behind the ear of the skull. One 
bunch I retained attached to a piece 
of leather. Instead of piercing the ear 
to attach these Jingles, as I will call 
them, they attuebed them to the hair. 
Just behind the ear. In a manner to in¬ 
dicate that they were suspended from 
the ear. 

•‘One skeleton Fuid two round boxes 
.similar to a lady’s toilet box for hold¬ 
ing face powact, but these contained 
what appeared to be snuff. They lay 
together, by the side, us though they 
b id been contained In a pocket, a 
hunting knife with bronze handle of n 
fancy pattern, v.us with one. Another 
had a glass bottle lying close by the 
hip, In a manner suggesting It had been 
fastened t»* i belt. Red vermlfiJon 
paint wax occasionally noticed among 


"Little bronze Jingle bell* were found 
In two instances. One was a strand of 
thirteen bell* strung on a *11 k ribbon, 
and tied In a double bow knot, the rib¬ 
bon preserved entire. Tills string of 
bell* and the Imprint* of the blankets 
were all there was left In thl* grave. 
It would suggest the grave of a child, 
the soft bones having decayed and dis¬ 
appeared. Silk i* susceptible of ex¬ 
tended preservation, as other piece* of 
fine silk, with fine needlework, were 
found. Who knows but what the silk 
reprcHents the apparel of Rome white 
lady, probably the murdered wife of 
one of Iowa's early missionaries? 

"A small chunk of dried root, or 
tuber, of the water Illy, nelumbiurn 
spesiosum. was found with the one that 
had the bottle. Indians have used thl* 
root as food. 

"A sliver buckle, or brooch-shaped 
ornament, was found with one It la 
circular-shaped, with a single buckle 
tongue, finely engraved. Six silver 
brooches identical with this one were 
taken from a mold In Prairie du Chlen 
several year* ago. 

"None of the bone* were well enough 
preserved to »ave an entire skeleton, al¬ 
though I have saved three fairly well 
preeerved skulls and a number of other 
bones. One remarkable thing here WM 
that one of the skulls had the mouth 
wide open, extended to five Inches be¬ 
tween the teeth. 

"So precisely were the graves In line 
and distance that toward the end of 
my work I could by measurement with 
my eye locate a grave within a few 
Inches. The lost two opened 1 located 
In thl* manner. The men dug straight 
ocwti and found them without any 
trouble. 

"The weather was getting cold, *o I 
abandoned the work, hut have good 
reason to believe that the grave* ex¬ 
tend further south, and possibly east 

"in the cultivated fields a few rods 
east of the graves i* ft large obliter¬ 
ated shell heap, the shells being very 
much decayed and broken in fragments. 
They are of the common river dams, 
that could have been taken from the 
river but a few yards distant. I 
searched here for material to bear me 
out in the theory as a workshop site, 
but falling to find evidence I conclude 
it Is probably a kitchen-midden where 
they prepared dam* and other articles 
for food. 

• • • 

A People of Mystery. 


"Who were the mysterious people of 
this historic spot is the question to 
solve. The oldest resident* of the vi¬ 
cinity, through their families before 
them f.»r seventy year* back, have no 
remembrance of Indians residing there 
or burying there. Now let us reason 
a little. If we may uccept their state¬ 
ments, our best preserved specimens, 
skeletons and other articles are then 
at the very least seventy years old or 
more. Then if those In fairly good 
preservation be seventy years of age — 
how old would the Imprints be where 
they are reduced to a mere outline? T« 
it not reasonable to suppose they 
would be about three times as old? 

"Among the different mode* of burial 
of the North American Indian* mny be 
mentioned the following: Tree burial, 
scaffold, canoe. lodge, urn, cave, 
mound, box and grave. 

"The Innuits of Yukon, the Ingaltks 
of Ulukuk and other Ainskan tribe*, 
«J*o the Creeks of Indian Territory, the 
Choctaw* and Cherokee*, are a 11 known 
to have burled their dead in wooden 
boxea. placed on scaffold* above 
ground. 

‘The early Woh-peton and Blsseton 
Bfoux of Dakota buried their warriors 
by w'rapplng them in blankets, placed 
In a wooden box, and finally buried the 
whole In the ground, generally with the 
heads to the west. 

“The Chippewa* of Wisconsin burled 
In a box on a scaffold, then removed 
to the ground. The Musqunkles of 
Tania county, which are remnants of 
the Sac and Fox, bury In boxes. They 
have also been known to bury a bottle 
of water, with other provisions, to 
nourish the spirit to the happy hunt¬ 
ing grounds. 

• • • 

Like Sacs and Foxes. 

"We would hardly suppose our graves 
to belong to any of the first-mentioned, 
even If they did use boxes, as they rare¬ 
ly transferred them to the ground. 
But. from the mode of burial, would 
we not place them with either the Sioux 
or Sacs and Foxes? This also would be 
more reasonable from the fact that we 
know them to have been among the 
early Inhabitants of the territory. A 
comparison of many articles goes to 
bear out this theory. The bottle com¬ 
pare* with the Sacs and Foxes, the 
shell gorget Is the same as one I have 
taken from the living Sioux, also the 
Jingle bells. n» well as by the Mus- 
quakles. I have shell tube* from the 
living Sioux which are Identical with 
the ones of this find. So mu<-h tallies 
very well, but what about the alive'- 
brooch or buckle? That 1* a duplicate 
of the pne found In the mound of Wis¬ 
consin. It may be that thl* was an 
Intrinsic mound, containing u grave of 
some later tribe*, w'hlch they some¬ 
time* do. 

"By a careful weighing all around, 
my conclusion would be that our graves 
are a splendid representation of I he 
once thrifty and powerAli nation o£ the

METHODS OF THE MEN WHO HA VE ACCOMPLISHED THINGS. 

How President Hadley of Yale Learned to Collect Money—Contrasts Between the Policies of A. T. Stewart and the First Vanderbilt . 


D id you ever get a Job. Juat the 
sort of Job you had been want¬ 
ing for a long time, only to 
find out that there are more 
kinks and twists about It than you had 
ever dreamed cxf. and that you’d be 
pretty lucky If you had managed to hold 
It? That you had either to reform 
your methods or give wxiy to some one

If your answer Is yes. then you know 
Just about how Dr. Arthur Hadley, 
then rather new In the presidency of 
Yale University, felt one day. when 
•omewhere on Fifth avenue. In New 
York, by his friend. Matthew C. D. 
Borden. Borden saw that the eminent 
educator wns oast down the moment h* 
•et rye* op him.

Dr. Hadley was glad to p*ur hi© tale 
of woe Into the ear of a friend 
Briefly the story was that Yal Uni¬ 
versity needed $600,000 of "new money," 
and needed It at onoe. Hadley, as in 
duty bound, since he wa* president, 
had been trying to rola? the money, 
but without fruccess, and this had nrud* 
him think that maybe he wasn’t qu’te 
up to the Job of being a university 
president aftor all. For. while In th*

Then he started out to call on the 
late William C. Whitney, but on the 
way he met Frederick \V. Vanderbilt. 
Borden told the story of Hadley’s dis¬ 
couragement to Mr. Vanderbilt: he 
said he'd be very glad to do as much 
as Borden had done to help the college 
president out. 

Vanderbilt didn’t wince a bit. either, 
when he saw' that Borden’s name stood 
for $100,000, but put his own down 
promptly for a like amount. Then Bor¬ 
den went his way to Whitney’s office, 
where, after some discussion of the sit¬ 
uation. another $100,000 was pledged and 
then various other friends of Yale, of 
Hadley and of Borden were visited. 
Not every one of them put up $100,000. 
but It wasn’t long till a half million had 
been subscribed. 

Borden w'ent next to James J. Hill, 
Just then stopping at one of the famous 
uptown New York hotels. Hill hud s ms 
In Yale at the time, and Borden 
thought that would make his task easy. 
It didn’t h^lp much nt flrst. though, 
for Mr. Hill thought 125.000 quite 
enough, but Borden stuck to him so 
tenaciously that Anally, after several 
hours of strenuous work, the Greit 
Northern magnate's name was added 
b» the list with the coveted $100,000 
written *ftr>r it 


Later Mr. Vanderbilt, himself a Yale 
man, vlaltel the Institution to see how 
the Improvements he had contributed 
for were being carried out. He then 
realized that the scientific students 
(he had been a Sheffield scientific school 
student) were out of the pale of the 
university spirit, in a measure, because 
they had no dormitories and had to 
live in town boarding-houses. Vander¬ 
bilt thought the matter over and then 
told the head of the Sheffield school to 
have plana for a dormitory drawn and 
the dormitory built and to send ths 
bills to him for settlement, the only 
conditions being that the structure 
should be first class In architectural 
design, of the most modern construc¬ 
tion. especial attention being paid to 
ventilation and general sanitation, and 
that he should not be known ns the 
donor. 

All this was agreed to and the Shef¬ 
field school dormitories of to-day at¬ 
test that the flrst of the conditions w\aa 
carried out to the letter. Nor was It 
the fault of President Hadley or any 
others among the Yale authorities that 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s name was no> kept 
secret permanently. In nil. by the 
time the dormitories were finished he 
had spent $1,000,000 of "new money" on 
Yale. This doubtless taught President 
Hadley that It Is necessary' to ask big 
when your wants are big. and. Judging 
from subsequent gifts to Yale, there Is 
no reason to believe that he has yet 
forgotten the lesson.

Vanderbilt's Lesson. 


Commodore was am axed that so intel¬ 
ligent a man as Crane should ask a 
question with so obvious an answer. 

"Don’t you see," cried Vanderbilt, 
"that a horse can make faster time 
with a light tig than with a heavy 
one?" 

"Why don’t you apply that principle 
to your railroad rolling stock?" askOd 
Crane. "It’s altogether too heavy for 
any use. Every wheel of every truck 
on your railroad weighs pounds too 


much. Why don’t you get rid of all Ihe 
useless weight on the trucks under your 
railroad cars the some as you have on 
your sulkies and road wagons? Your 
engines ought to have as little dead 
weight as possible to haul; the less 
dead weight there Is the more live 
freight they can handle In freight 
trains and the faster they can haul the 
passenger trains. It’s a poor rule that 
won’t work as well on a railroad as on 
a trotting track." 


The Commodore saw the point, and, 
forthwith, gave the order for lighter 
equipment wherever It could be Intro¬ 
duced without the sacrifice of strength.

A WONDERFUL subterranean ex¬ 
cavation. bellevr-d to rival the 
Mammoth Cave, of Kentucky, 
has been d Uncovered In the 
Canadian Northwest, and It is believed 
to be the larg^t cave yet found in the 
world. The cave Is near Ravelstoke. 
within two miles of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific railway, in a country w*hlch wus 
thought to have been thoroughly ex¬ 
plored by those living near. 

It hoe four entrances, and Its length 
is two miles and Its width Is nearly 
half a mile. It has a depth in <**m« 
places of over 2.000 foot. It Is studded 
with millions of brilliant eryatal and 
colored stalactite, ranging from color¬ 
less, pink, red and brown to purple, 
w-hlch hang from the top and sides In 
clusters reronfbllng Icicles. Beautiful 
colored columns six Inches In diameter 
roach from floor to celling. 

The formation Us blue limestone, and 
the cave has prob-ibly been formed 
through the action of water, for far 
down In the depth* of the abyrs In the 
center of ’he • > nve can be h'fird the 
rushing waters of a mighty subter¬ 
ranean river, whose source or outfet Is 
vet a roywtary.

But different men of great achieve¬ 
ments attain the same ends by diverse 
methods. This was discovered by a 
certain Englishman about the same 
time that the Commodore began to have 
hie trucks built lighter. 

He was one of the flrst of the army 
from over the sea to visit America to 
And out how' things were done In thla 
country. He had heard much about 
two men, A. T. Stewart, the merchant 
prince and Cornelius Vanderbilt, the 
railroad king. He went to s e Stewart 

^Stewart wns Immensely flattered by 
the call, since the caller was a man of 
no mean standing "at home." and he 
showed him over the big dry goods 
store from cellar to garret. Then he 
exhibited his extensive and wed-or¬ 
dered system of records and his scheme 
of checks for the prevention of mis¬ 
takes. When the visitor left the Stew¬ 
art place he was much Impressed, but 
not so much as w’hen he left Commo¬ 
dore Vanderbilt, after a visit which he 
paid the railroad king ihe next day. 

For the Commodore, instead of show¬ 
ing n complicated scheme of written 
records and duplicate checks, pulled 
out a drawer of his desk and took from 
It a little memorandum book, which, 
he declared, contained all the records 
he needed to keep his railroad business 
straight It Is likely that the Commo¬ 
dore was putting on a little "side," ?o to 
speak, when he said that, but It fairly 
dazzled the Englishman. 

It ought to be added that William K. 
Vanderbilt, the present head of the 
house, and one of the best railroad men 
now’ on the carpet, keeps almost as 
meager records as hie grandfather dt<t 
though the system of records kept by 
the clerical staff of the New York Cen¬ 
tral railroad to-day Is elaborate to the 
last degree, and as well provided with 
checks and counter checks as was even 
A. T. Stew'art’s dry goods business. 

The change tnat has taken place In 
the methods by which the railroads of 
the country are run Is no greater than 
the i har.ee that has taken place In the 


conduct of the newspapers. Thus, the 
founder of one of America's greatest 
Journals used to spend the afternoon 
and evening of every day waiting, 
gathering up and writing the news for 
his publication. Late at night he super¬ 
vised Its setting. In the small hours of 
the morning he looked after Its print¬ 
ing, and In the gray of the dawn he 
took his place behind the sales counter 
and dealt out the freshly-printed sheets 
to the few newsboys of that day, re¬ 
maining at his post till the forenoon 
was fairly advanced. 

His son. the present owner of the pa¬ 
per. keep? himself In Europe most of 
the time, vl l Ing h s newspaper offices 
one* in tw’o or three years only; he di¬ 
rects the conduct of the paper very 
carefully, though, but by means of the 
suhrrarlnH c bK almost exclusively, 
which h A us* 1 ? with a freedom and con¬ 
tempt for expenses shown by no one 
else on earth, save those who have to 
conduct aflatrs of State between the 
nations of the earth.

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BANISHED CARTHUSIA N M O NKS ARE T O RETURN TO FRANCE 

Will Again Make Chartreuse Liqueurs , Secret of Which Went With Them When Forced to Go for Not Subscribing to Certain Form of Oath 
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Extensive I&tihepy Chamber of the Carthusian Monks

P ARIS. April 27.—After being 
banished from France for 
about two years, the religious 
order known as the Carthusian 
Monks, celebrated the world over for 
their manufacture of the famous Char¬ 
treuse Liqueurs, are now returning to 
their old haunts In France. This priv¬ 
ilege has been gained for them through 
-K? -hr* 


the assistance of M. Rouvier. Minister 
of Finance. 

Connoisseurs fond of the world- 
famous Chartreuse liqueurs will rejoice 
to learn that these monks will resume 
at once their old industry, which 
caused such prosperity to themselves 
and to the neighborhood In which they 
lived. 

This miracle will be accomplished by 
the monks transforming themselves 


into an Industrial company and con¬ 
forming to the requirements of the 
French association laws. They return 
purely In a lay capacity, and will make 
the famous Chartreuse liqueur, which It 
has now been proved cannot be made 
either at their newly acquired property 
In Spain, near Tarragona, nor by the 
French Government chemists at Char¬ 
treuse of the same quality, flavor and 
bouquet as before their expulsion from 
Dauphlne. 

The Pope has given his permission to 
the Carthusian monks to return to 
France and to engage In the manufac¬ 
ture of the celebrated cordial, as lay¬ 
men. 

Since the sale of the secret to a com¬ 
pany the French Government has con¬ 
sented that the monks return to the 
I tnd Chartreuse, near Grenoble, and 
resume their business, which brought 
large revenue every year In the shape 
of taxes to the Government treasury. 

It was the Carthusian Order which 
for more than twenty years practically 
supported the French National College 
of Santa Chlara, In Rome, for the ed¬ 
ucation of the French clergy, and the 
loss of revenue consequent upon mak¬ 
ing their famous cordial In their Span¬ 
ish retreat would have entailed enor¬ 


mous losses to the college and to other 
French institutions througout the 
church. 

Assurances have been received from 
France that the Government will no 
longer Interfere with the pacific occu¬ 
pancy of the members of the order, pro¬ 
vided they comply with the provision 
of the association laws. It Is proposed, 
with the assistance of the new com¬ 
pany. to engage In the manufacture of 
the liqueur on a larger scale, and to es¬ 
tablish a more extensive plant nepr 
Grenoble, with all modern Improve¬ 
ments for the production of high grade 
brandy, which Is the principal constit¬ 
uent of the cordial. 

The liqueur is not made In the monas¬ 
tery Itself, but Is manufactured in a 
special building on the road to La 
Grande Chartreuse, at Fourvolne, In 
the commune of St Laurent du Pont. 
Here a structure Is erected, of which 
the door Is surmounted by a niche 
sheltering the Image of a saint At 
first sight the place would be taken 
for a convent, but the narrow Iron 
steps leading to Its doors and the 
chimney rising above the roof, when 
further considered, rather suggest a 
foundry. 

In front of the principal building Is 
an open court. The distillery itself 
Is raised a story above this. Here are 
Installed the dryers of the aromatic 
herbs used In the concoction of the 
liqueur, which are collected In profusion 
In the nearby mountains. To enume¬ 
rate these particular plants to make 


clear their respective virtues calls for 
a knowledge of the famous recipe of 
the fathers, of which they most care¬ 
fully guard the secret. Historians at¬ 
tribute Its Invention to the Marshal 
d'Esrees, brother of the famous Gabrl- 
elle, who plays such an Interesting part 
In the life of one of the French Kings. 

He gave the original formula to the 
Chartreux of Paris, which were then 
established near the palace of the Lux¬ 
embourg. They In turn communicated 
it to the Uhartreux of Grenoble, and In 
1775 a brother of the order, who was 
also an apothecary—Gerome Maubec— 
prepared the recipe in the exact form 
that it Is used to-day. 

chartreuse Is produced In four forms 
—the vegetable elixir, employed only as 
a medicine, and the three table 
liqueurs, which are denominated green 
Chartreuse, white Chartreuse and yel¬ 
low Chartreuse. The alcoholic force of 
theoe liquids Is 66 for the first, 56 for 
the second. 43 for the third and 47 for 
the fourth. 

In the process of making, after be¬ 
ing brought out of the macerating cel¬ 
lar the plants are taken to the labo¬ 
ratory, where there are enormous cop¬ 
per alembics. These are lined uf> In 
long ranks and to them a vast pipe 
system conducts the alcohol. This, 
after aromatlzatlon in a large cauldron. 
Is sweetened by being passed through 
honeycomb, and la then carried further 
to receive additional distillation. Sub¬ 
sequently It Is conducted Into the un¬ 
der cellar, where It Is kept for years 


In suitable vessels, undergoing the Im¬ 
provement that time alone can give. 
These cellars are of Imposing dimen¬ 
sions. The bottle room, the corking 
and label room and the vast ranges 
of shelves filled with bottles, all attest 
the magnitude of the business, which 
amounts to a million litres & year. 

M. de Bllgnletes, son of the lat« 
French Controller General in Egypt, 
and brother of Mme. Bompard, wife 
of the French Ambassador to Russia, 
la head of the new Chartreuse organi¬ 
sation or company, but nearly all the 
shares are held by the monks them¬ 
selves. M. de Bllgnletes, speaking of 
the famous religious order, states that 
at the time they were expelled from 
France, ten congregations of Carthu¬ 
sians were embraced in the organisa¬ 
tion. and they were forced to aban¬ 
don their habitations, where for cen¬ 
turies had been manufactured thoe« 
potent cordials, celebrated throughout 
the world. These monks, upon leaving 
the shores of France, took away with 
them, locked In their bosoms, the secret 
which enabled them to compound that 
marvelous after-dinner liqueur, seen on 
the tables of epicures In every corner 
of the earth. 

When the decree of expulsion tmk 
effect an exception was made of I>a 
Grande Chartreuse, the principal home 
of the fraternity of Grenoble. The 
prior of this monastery, after having 
decided to go. was allowed to remain 
at the solicitation of the Archbishop 
of Grenoble, in the hope of securing 
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legal authorisation for the continuance. 
The French Government, however, 
formally concluded to refuse the appli¬ 
cation. the consequence being that the 
order w«s forced to follow its fellowra 
In seeking a home beyond the borders 
of France. 

One of the principal reasons urged 
why the Carthoslans should remain 
was that the order was engaged In 
commerce—In the manufacture of the 
famous cordial. But It was argued by 


their opponents that while the Monka 
were engaged In commerce, the profit* 
of their Industry were used solely for 
purposes of religion and dispensing gen¬ 
eral charity. 

The revival of the abated Industry 
as conducted by the Carthusian Monks 
Is being hailed with satisfaction, not 
only In every j»nrt of France, but also 
in many other parts of the world, 
where the fame of the Uhartreuge liq¬ 
ueur has readied. 


BONES OF LONG-DEAD SAINT EXPECTED TO SAVE AN ARMY. 

Czar of Russia May Appeal to St. Serafin , Who Died Two Centuries Ago , to Preserve His Manchurian Legions From Defeat. 


{Correspondence of the Courier-Journal] 

S T. FB3TE7RSBUTIG, April 27.—It 
Is announced that the Csar has 
decided to make a pilgrimage to 
the tomb of St. Serafin. at Sar¬ 
afsbaya, with the object of Imploring 
the saint’s bones to save the Russian 
army In Manchuria from defeat. No 
date has yet been set for this devout 
Jonrnev. but It Is not likely to be long 
delayed, and It is possible that before 
these lines can appear in print Nich¬ 
olas II. will have made his appeal to 
the saint who Is regarded by some as 
Russia's last hope In her disastrous Far 
Eastern war. 

St. Berailn. although unknown to the 
outside world. Is a great power In Rus¬ 
sia. notwithstanding the fact that he 
has been dead for two centuries. Ber- 
afln was a priest who lived at Saroff at 
the end of the Seventeenth century 
and acquired a great reputation for 
miraculous achievements. The Ignorant 
and superstitious population of Russia 
believed Implicitly In his power of heal¬ 
ing diseases and working wonders, and 
In the course of years his home at 
Baroff became the destination of thou¬ 
sands of credulous pilgrims. Serafin teased an Intuitive knowledge consld- 
waa undoubtedly a man of great Intel- erably In advance of his age, for his 
Ugence, and It Is probable that he pos- fame as a worker of miracles survived 

Diaries Kept By Royalties. 
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L ONDON. April 27.—Among all the 
diaries of the Nineteenth cen¬ 
tury a chief place win always 
be held by Queen Victoria, 
whose simplicity and sincerity were no 
lees marked than the strong sense and 
practical grip of affairs which she 
brought to bear upon the daily record 
of her Ufa It Is gratifying to know 
that within the next twelvemonth a 
final opportunity will be offered (to the 
nation of reading so much of the Jour¬ 
nal of her earlier years as the skill 
and sympathy of her biographers. 
Lord Esher and M. Benson, * 111 deem 
to be of service In Illustrating the 
story which his majesty his intrusted 
to them to tell. 

Although the late Queen Louise, of 
I>enmark. was the writer of a careful 
record of dally thoughts and Incidents, 
her eldest daughter. Queen Alexandra, 
has ever been less disposed than her 
sisters to devote her leisure hours to 
the labor of self-communing, with pen 
In hand, for the purpose of commit¬ 
ting to paper her thoughts about life. 
The young Princesses at Sandringham 
were, however, encouraged to adopt 
this method of education, and the 
eldest of them was wont to keep a 
volume for her private eye. which one 
can understand, has not heen kept up 
with the name fullness since the busy 
years nf her wedded life began. 

Her majesty’s daughters have, how¬ 
ever. devised for themselves a special 
form of the diary which Is. perhaps 
more practical arid more suited for t' s 
perusal of their Inner circle of friends 
than a survey of the inner life of roy¬ 
alty. The Queen herself began itti 
an anecdote album, partly formed of 
printed photographs, deserlptlve of the 
events In which she took a part, %nd 
partly of Incidents preserved in her 
own words. The Du< hess of Fife spe¬ 
cialized In h* r own way by xtarl.ng a 
book In which she asked her friends, 
and the distinguished visitors from foi- 
elgu courts, to enter their views upon 
matters of the moment. Prim ess Vic¬ 
toria took for her own the idea* of an 
album to enshrine the autogi. ph writ¬ 
ings of per.ions of note in the n ho c 
realm of art nnd letters, and in this 
book may be found a tone picture bv 
Verdi or a thumb-nail sketch by Hume 
Jones. Printers Charles of Denmark 
ever mischievous, used to collet t choice 
caricatures or her relatives ,tnd of the 
wider clr< 1e of her acquaintances In the 
royal homes of England. 

All the Princesses, ton, have at their 
disposal a running record of the main 
Incidents in their busy lives, in the 
shape of what might be culled n photo 
diary . The snapshots which they take

all the failures which he must have ex- 
l»erlenced In his long career. 

The Czar of his time—Alexander I.— 
visited the priest at BaxofT and asked 
his prayers for the empire.

In the royal palaces of Germany it Is 
the Empress who has taken up the task 
of preserving a dally survey of the Im¬ 
perial life. It Is an open secret that 
this record Is seen by no eye but her 
own. Each year a printed volume, with 
a tiny lock and key. Is prepared for her 
use. and her notes are mAde each night 
upon the dated page. The Empress of 
Russia learned from her mother, the 
late Princess Alice, the value of a pri¬ 
vate book wherein to pour out her most 
secret thoughts. This, also, Is not 
shown to her liege lord, but her majesty 
has another volume. In which she In¬ 
scribes from time to time thoughts 
upon passing events, enlivened with 
those whimsical caricatures which are 
a source of delight to Nicholas II., who 
himself appears within Its pages in di¬ 
verting situations. 

Of all living diarists, the most serious 
In purpose Is the aged Osekr IL of 
Sweden. For forty years he has made 
the record of his Joys and sorrows the 
companion Mf his days. In the simple 
apartment within the palace In Stock¬ 
holm, to which he retires after dinner, 
ho h is Inscribed those memoirs w here¬ 
with he prepared, to use his own words, 
"to step before the Judgment seat of 

history” 

Queen Wllhelmlna made up her mind 
In early life to keep a diary, and has 
admitted freely that she was 1* d to do 
so by the exarrple of the Queen of Eng¬ 
land Like her. too. she has adc.p eJ 
the habit of adorning her pages with 
tiny sketches, wherever n picture will 
most readily reiall a cherished Inci¬ 
dent This. also, has been one of the 
pretc u pat Ions of Queen Amelin of Por¬ 
tugal. whereas both Queen Margaret 
and Queen Helena of Italy have chosen 
rather to enshrine some of their 
choicest experiences In fluent verse.

The Czar waa puzzled and distressed, 
but he did not looe faith to Berafin On 
the contrary, he came to the conclu¬ 
sion that his supplications had been 
Ignored because he had not gone In 
person to pay homage at the holy 
tomb. 

When, early In 1904. it became evident 
that the Czarina, would again become a 
mother in the oourse of the year, the 
Czar decided to undo his error and to 
make a pilgrimage to Sar&fcbaySL 
Great preparations were made tor the 
Imperial Journey Sarafsbaya Is a 
•mail town situated In a remote dis¬ 
trict in the province of Novgorod and 
is sixty-five miles from the main line 
of railway which connects St. Peters¬ 
burg with Moscow. 

The Czar decided to avoid the neces¬ 
sity of covering this distance In a car¬ 
riage, so a railway sixty-five miles In 
length was constructed from a station 
on the 9L Petersburg-Moscow railway 
to Sarafsbaya specially for the con¬ 
veyance of the Imperial person on this 
solemn occasion. The work of con¬ 
structing the railway was pushed fore¬ 
word with more haste than is generally 
displayed in easy-going Russia. and 
was completed at the end of July at 
on enormous cost, which the Czat paid 
out of his own private purse. 

No sooner was the railway competed 
than the Csar Journeyed to Sarafsbaya 
with great pomp and ooremony. He 
w as accompanied not only by the Czar¬ 
ina. but also by the Dowager Empress, 
half a dozen grand dukes and three 
grand duchesses of the Imperial fam¬ 
ily. Acting on the advice of his relig¬ 
ious advisers, the Czar resolved to pay 
a special mark of honor to St. Serafin 
by removing his saintly remain® from 
the crypt of the monastery and re-inter¬ 
ring them close to the altar of the 
antfen* cathedral of Sarafsbaya. 

The removal of the remains from the 
monastery to the cathedral was car- 
reid out with Imposing religious cere¬ 
monies. After the bones of SU Serafin 
had been dug up from the grave In 
the monastery they were placed In a 
gorgeous* coffin, and the Czar himself, 
aided by six grand dukes, carried the 
coffin through the narrow- streets of 
Sarafsbaya to the cathedral, where 
they were relnterred. Afterwards the 
Czar knel t at the new retd lug place 
of the saintly bones nnd besought them 
to determine the sex of the Czarinas 
unborn Ohlld. The Czarina also knelt 
and besought the borvee of SL Serafin 
to fulfill her life’s desire. The Dowager 
Empress of Russia knelt end offered 
up the same supplication to St. Serafin.

Holy Synod’s “Game.”

The Czar’s visit to Saraisbaya took 
place on July 31. 1904. and on August 
12 the Czarina gave birth to the iong- 
deolred son and heir. St. Serafin was 
Immediately acclaimed as the benefac¬ 
tor of the dynasty and of the empire. 

The corning of & son within a fort¬ 
night of the Czar’s visit to St. Serafin’s 
tomb left no doubt In the mdnds of the 
Russian peopk> that the birth of the 
little male suocessor to the throne was 
due to the Influence of the saint. The 
Czar himself accepted this view, and 
sent more rich offerings to the tornb 
at Sarafsbaya ns a tokrn of hi* grati¬ 
tude. 

The sugg*j»u*’n that St. Serafin s in¬ 
tervention In the war with Jap*n might 
be brought about with equal success 
was made to the Czar »>m* time ago. 
In vflew of the fact that St. Sorftfin 
was able to determine the sex of the 





The member® of the Hbly Synod of 
the orthodox Greek church In Russia, 
which Impressed upon the Czar the 
necessity of making an appeal to St. 
Serafin. had their own political ends 
In view In so doing. They them selves, 
being astute men, are fully awvire that 
the born* of SL Serafin and ail the oth¬ 
er saints of the orthodox Greek church 
will be unable to wave the Russian 
army in Manchuria from defeat, but 
these dircum®tar»ce8 will not diminish 
the value of the Czar’s homage to St. 
Serafin from their point of view. They' 
calculate the homage will produce a 
striking momentary effect or the l*.n->r- 
ant masses of the Russian nation, and 
that by the time the Japanese gain 
their next victory the foot that St. 
Serafin has failed to rescue Russ .a will 
be forgotten. 

For the moment, however, the Rus 
sian noiUon will see that the mighty 
Czar Is dependent on the orthodox 
church and has to beg for Che protec¬ 
tion of the saints. This Is Che object 
which the Holy Synod derir^s to 
achieve. The Influence of live church 
over the people la va*»tly Increased 
when every priest can say to h-s flock: 
"You see. we arv so wonderful that the 
Czar himeelf must appeal to us for 
aid!” The Holy Synod Is pursuing Its 
own policy of s%* if-advancement In per¬ 
suading the Czar to offer up sp?cial 
prayers to St Serafin. 

The Czar’s homage to St. Serafin will 
be paid In a very striking way. He 
will Journey from Tsarskoe-Selo to 
Sarafsbaya In a spedAl train, accom¬ 
panied by severed Grand Dukes and 
Grand Duchesses of the Imperial fam¬ 
ily, various high officers of the army 
and navy, several Ministers of State 
and high administrative officials, as 
well as by a group of eminent digni¬ 
taries of the orthodox church. The 
programme of the visit has been draw n 
up by the members of th* Holy Synod 
for the purpose of impressing as much 
as possible on the common people the 
fart that the Emperor of Russia has to 
prostrate himself and to do honor to a 
saint of the church. 

• • • 

Will Take No Chances. 

On arrival at SarafsbAya a salute of 
101 guns will be fired from a fortress 
situated a few miles away, and the 
Czar will be received by a deputation 
of local priests and officials. The streets 
leading from the railway station to the 
cathedral will be lined with troops, and 
all spectators will be excluded from the 
vicinity of the route which the imperial 
party will take. AH residents In the 
houses overlooking this route will be 
obliged to lock their front doors and to 
close and cover their windows with 
shutters In order that there shall be no 
possibility of an attempt on the Czar’s 
life from one of the windows overlook¬ 
ing the route. 

Spectators will be allowed to assem¬ 
ble only In the neighborhood of the 
station, where there Is a large open 
space, nnd In the vicinity of the ca¬ 
thedral. where there Is also an open 
square, In which the people can watch 
the procession without going danger¬ 
ously near. 

The procession will be headed by a 
group of priests carrying sacred pic¬ 
tures beneath a baldachin. The Czar 


will walk behind the priests barehead¬ 
ed and carrying a crucifix In his hand. 
Behind the Czar will follow the Grand 
Dukes and Grand Duchesses, all bare¬ 
headed ard carrying sacred pictures In 
their hands. The Ministers of State, 
high officers of the army and navy and 
other Important dignitaries will follow 
In a compact group. The procession 
will be preceded by a military band, 
which will play sacred music, and will 
be followed by a squadron of cavalry. 
It will enter the cathedral by the main 
entrance and p-oceed up the nave 
toward the altar, close to which lies 
the tomb of St. Serafin.

A Sight For the Gods. 


the Imperial family and of the most Im¬ 
portant men of the Russian Empire be¬ 
fore a saint of the Orthodox Greek 
Uhurch. The fortunate persons who 
will be admitted by special permission 
to the cathedral to witness this strange 
ceremony will probably enjoy the ab¬ 
solutely unique sight of the Emperor of 
all the Russias creeping along a cold 
stone floor on his knees to pray to the 


bones of a churchman who died two 
centuries ago. 

The prayers which the Czar will offer 
up at the altar of the cathedral and at 
the tomb of St. Serafin will be especial¬ 
ly composed for him by members of the 
Holy Synod, and their tone will bo un¬ 
usually suppllcatlve. After the Czar 
has concluded his prayers divine serv¬ 
ice will be celebrated In the cathedral 
In the presence of the distinguished 
company from the Imperial court- Aft¬ 
erward the Czar will make rich pres¬ 
ents of money to all the priests con¬ 
nected with the cathedral and will de¬ 
posit a rich offering at the tomb of St. 
Serafin. The whole ceremony will laat 
about three hours, after w'hich the 
Cznr will return to Tsarskoe-Selo. 

That Is the programme of the pil¬ 
grimage to the tomb i>f 9t. Serafin as 
sketched by the members of the Holy 
Synod. 11 remains to be seen whether 
the programme will bo carried out In 
Its entirety. 

It has transpired that some of the 
Emperor’s advisers have urged him not 
to go to Sarafsbaya, on the ground that 
it would be beneath his imperial dig¬ 
nity to pander to the popular super¬ 
stition and pray to the bones of a dead 
saint. The Czar, however, has no ob¬ 
jections on this score; on the contrary, 
the Idea of the pilgrimage fully har¬ 
monizes with his present hyper-religious 
mood. 

At the same time it is well known 
that the Czar changes his mind fre¬ 
quently. so that alterations In the pro¬ 
gramme of the projected visit to 
Sarafsbaya nxe still possible. 




Russia s Autocratic Machine. :: 


On entering the chancel of the ca¬ 
thedral In which the tomb Is situated 
the Czar will be met by the officiating 
priests, who will had to him a sacred 
picture, supposed to be a portrait of 
St. Serafin. The Czar will cross him¬ 
self. and after kissing the picture, will 
take It In his hands and ca/xy it to the 
altar. On reaching the altar he will 
deposit the picture of St. Serafin In 
front of the burning candles and will 
kneel down to pray to It. 

The Grand Dukes and Grand Duch¬ 
esses and the suite <»f gorgeously-uni¬ 
formed officers and dignitaries of state 
will follow the Czar’s example and 
kneel down to offer up supplications to 
the picture of St. Serafin. From the al¬ 
tar the Cznr will shuffle along the cold 
stone floor of the cathedral on his knees 
to the tomb of St. Serafin. a distance 
of about fifty feet. The Grand Dukes 
and Grand Duchesses, the high officers 
and dtgnltaries of state will likewise 
crawl along the cathedral floor In a 
kneeling posture.

Then the clockwork of 
rebellion may stop or still tick away, 
but In any case It will be harmle»s. 
When It Is harmless men who are paid 
to bludgeon and not to think smash 
the machine to bits So the danger la 
turned away. 

Thus In every town In Russia there 
is always some man who takes upon 
hlms**lf the task of thinking of other 
people’s wrongs. He gathers pc pi© 
about hlin and talks to them. Th<*y 
tn'gun to murmur sedition, and one of 
the countless ears of the secret police 
overbears. Of the men who inusmured 
the Government tnk»s no heed. It Is 
the man who thinks who Is rightly 
counted the danger. 

He is probably whipped out from his 
house or from the street without any 
word * t warning, and then, with no 


trial at all, h© Is given a short ahrtft 
and os long a drop on the nearest gal¬ 
lows as the barest humanity dictates. 
Then for many weeks, while his friends 
wait for him In vain, his bones are 
consumed In qulck-lline under some 
prison wall. Or maybe his fat© Is 
kinder. He Is sent away under escort 
to live at a stated number of miles 
from some town on the Siberian rail¬ 
way track. 

When he has gone, the men he haa 
gathered together drift apart until 
some fresh spirit calls them together 
again; but the same fate will overtake 
him, and thus, with practically little 
effort, the eggs of rebellion are addled 
long before they can be hatched. 

But sometimes out of neglect or out 
of a mistake sense of leniency, little 
centers of thought and unrest and re¬ 
volt are allowed to grow. Then there 
Is a blaze and a massacre, after which 
the Czar’s sweet peace Is restored, 

’’All the Russias” has a very Impos¬ 
ing sound, and Is In fact an Imposing 
thing. Unity, too. Is RAld to be 
strength, yc-t out of the very diversity 
of nations which go to make up ”AH 
the Russias” is gathered the real 
strength of the Cznr. There Is Russia 
Proper around Moscow. Northern Rus¬ 
sia, Baltic Russia. Finnish Russia, 
Polish Russia, Little Russia which Is 
In the South. Caucasian Russia and the 
great Siberian Russia. They are all 
hound together under tHe rule of the 
Czjir, they have the common greatness 
and to some extent common griev¬ 
ances. Yet If you take a man from 
one of these Russias and tell him to 
kill a man of one of the other Russias 
he will do so quite glndly In the name 
of the Czar. As for the Cossack, he will 
kill any one you ask. and be quite 
pleased to oblige you. 

Thus the million thieves are banded 
together to hold the people down rnd 
rob them at their ease. If the Finns 
protest the Northern Russians can set¬ 
tle them, if the Little Russians object 
the Cossacks attend to them. If Siberia 
grumbles discontent a few Polish reg¬ 
iments will restore the presence of 
peace down there. The disturbances 
may for a time be serious, but- they will 
never be really menacing because of 
the Russian method of first removing 
the rallying point of revolt. 

It is urged that the people should 
unite. How can people who live per¬ 
haps 7,000 miles apart, who sp uk differ¬ 
ent tongues, and suffer different 
troubles, be expected to unite?

One of the Queerest of All Occu¬ 
pations Is That of Teaching Wom¬ 
en How To Handle Serpents. 


GIVING LESSONS IN SNAKE CHARMING. 


H IGH among the queerest of all 
queer occupations undoubtedly 
comes that of the snake-charm¬ 
ing Instructor. As would nat¬ 
urally be supposed, it Is also an ex¬ 
ceedingly rare calling. Practically otto 
man In this country has a monopoly of 
It. and at last accounts lie was neither 
looking forward in fear and trembling 
to the appearance of a rival nor con¬ 
templating teaching the peculiar art by 
mail. 

This man is a German, who spent the 
best years of hls life In tropical Jungles 
hunting all manner of snakes for the 
Hamburg animal houses. When he be¬ 
came too old for this work, which re¬ 
quire© great agility and robust health, 
he came to this country with hls pri¬ 
vate collection of choice reptiles and for 
several years traveled over the land 
with circus sideshows. One curious 
phase of this work was that he was 
continually being importuned by wom¬ 
en to teach them something of the art 
of handling snakes. Hence the school 
for snake charming which is located In 
a room In the little man’s New York 
fiat. 

Hardly & week passes that the old 
fellow Is not engaged in teaching some 
girl how nonchalantly to let a score or 
more of pythons, boa* and representa¬ 
tives of some of the poisonous aerpent 
species wind themselves all about her, 
for the ultimate edification of sldesliow 
and dime museum patron©. 

•First, he gives Instruction in the 
anatomy of the snake, discourses on the 
different epecles, poisonous and non- 
polsonous, and tells what are the choice 
food morsels of the different reptiles. 
Then he begins teaching hls pupil how 
to handle the harmless varieties, and 
when she has become adept at this part 
of the work he introduces her to a rat¬ 
tler or a copperhead, imparts to her 
hls secret of drugging of It, and, lo 
and behold, she Is ready to take away 
the breath of a country town gathering 
by coolly reaching Into a hamper, ex¬ 
tracting a vicious-looking buttoned rep¬ 
tile therefrom and using It a* a neck¬ 
piece, the while a thumb and forefinger 
aro clasped about the creeping thing’s 
throat ns an additional safeguard. 

The course consists of from seven to 
twelve lessons, according to the pupil's 
adept ness. But whatever the number 
of lessons, the charge Is the same. XitQ, 
and In addition there Is the price of the 
drugs arid the patent foods, and. of 
cotuse, the collection of reptiles with 
which to charm. Such an outfit costs 
all the way from $100 to $»od, this be¬ 
ing dependent on the number of snakes 
the pupil wishes to handle. The usual 
number Is twelve, and the price of an 
A-i collection of this sire, with the usu¬ 
al accessories, sufficient In quantity to 
last a season, is $250. 

East year the German had forty-five 
pupil* He laments that the business 
is falling off; that the l»lg circuses no 
longer carry snake charmers, and 
hence women are not attracted to this 


field of endeavor as much as formerly, 
for the smaller show's and the dim© 
museums do not pay the salaries that 
the big shows paid. But It is still a 
fairly remunerative field, he declares; 
a good charmer being able to make $25 
or $30 weekly, provided ©he manipu¬ 
lates about two dozen snakes at a time. 
• • • 

Wild Animal Doctors. 

Another exceedingly unusual occupa¬ 
tion Is that of the wild animal doctor. 
He. too. Is generally a German and a 
former attache of some Hamburg ani¬ 
mal house. 

There are two ©uch doctors In New 
York, the port made by nearly all the 
animal ships from the old world cen¬ 
ters. Here the majority of America’s 
animal Importers have their headquar¬ 
ters. and what with a monkey getting 
bronchitis, and a giraffe giving Its 
owners the cold shiver© because It re¬ 
fuse© Its Nay, and a hippo filling the 
animal house with the sound of its 
mighty wheezes, these two doctors to 
the Imported wild animal world hnve 
plenty of patients to bring them In 
steady Incomes. Besides, when things 
go wrong at some of the zoological 
gardens of the country, nnd the officials 
cannot bring the ©ick animal around, 
one of these doctors Is frequently sent 
for, especially If the patient represents 
a snug investment and Its death would 
entail a hard task on the "zoo" people 
to replace it. 

Doctoring birds 1 © still another rare 
way of earning a livelihood. 80 far as 
knowm a woman in New York has the 
monopoly of this field. She not only 
answers calls of anxious owner© of pet 
canaries and parrots nnd other feath¬ 
ered creatures; she also maintain© a 
hospital wrhere ailing or Injured birds 
may be brought for treatment. This 
hospital is also a great convenience to 
the summer traveler, solving the prob¬ 
lem, "But what shall we do with our 
canary w r hen we aro away?" Bo exten¬ 
sive is the bird doctor’s practice that 
she has two assistants In Immediate 
charge of the hospital, which takes up 
an entire floor In a good sized up town 
office building, and in which hundreds 
of bird© are continually being treated 
or cared for while their owners aro ab¬ 
sent from home. 

Speaking of hospitals, recalls the fact 
that while the dog doctor, who©* offire 
la ttoe oorner of some livery stable, 1 « 
common enough In our big cities, th© 
dog hospkal is sufficiently scarce u> de¬ 
serve mention. 

One such h*«pttal. which the writer 
ho* In mind. 1 * fitted up much after the 
fashion of the up-to-date hcwrpltal for 
huniun kind. It ha* a reception room, 
an operating room, general wards run¬ 
ning the length of two floors, and a 
third floor 1 © subdivided Into twelve 
private roomB. for the u©*> of d>gs 
w hose owners care to spend the mon'-y 
neccviary to provide their p<N« w ith the 
luxury of excluslvetuss. There I© aUo 
a tiled kitchen, calling to mind the 
modiel kitch 1 ns of the newest host*!tali 
for human*. 

In addition, the veterinarian who is 
growing rich running this hospital 
maintain* m the country wha^ he 
choc©**© to call a sanitarium for dog.-*. 
It consist© of an old. rambling hou>'\ 
remodeled for the reception of ajllng 
canine*, and a flve-arTe lot. subdivided 
Into roomy runways for the animal* 
whose owmlars think It cruel to keep a 
d«uj shut up during the period of It© 
llliu**s. even In n private room In the 
town hospltAl.

RICHARD HICKMAN MENEFEE, STATESMAN AND ORA TOR. 

Something of the Career of This Brilliant Man , Whose Death Robbed Kentucky of One of Her Proudest Hopes.

I N ONE of hte most celebrated bon 
mots, Tbonyaa F. Marshall, the 
famous Kentucky orator and wtt, 
deolured that the Administration 
of Martin Van Buren we* like a 
parenthesis—lit should be rend In & low 
tone of voice, or could be omitted en¬ 
tirely without injuring the •eniee. The 
historians have shown that this taunt 
was In many way* untrue, but if the 
Administration of Van Buren had no 
other claim on Immortality, it would al¬ 
ways be remembered by the admirers 
of true genius as the period which de¬ 
veloped, albeit in the opposition, that 
brilliant young statesman and orator. 
Richard H. Menefee. 

Richard Hickman Menefeeh was born 
on December 4, 1809. at Owlngsvtile. 
Bath county, Ky. He was at first 
named for Henry Clay, and this cir¬ 
cumstance Is declared by Tom Marshall 
to have bad some Influence on hts sub- 
•equent career. Ilia father, however, 
who was a member of the Kentucky 
Legislature at the time, during his stay 
at Frankfort, formed a very close 
friendship with the Hon, Richard Hlck- 
irmn. of Bourbon county, and ujxm re¬ 
turning home decid'd to name his son 
for hts friend. Richard Mvnefee re¬ 
ceived his early education In the rchool 
cf a Mr. Tompkins, at Mt. Sterling. I 
have been told by an old colored man 
©f Lexington, Ky., “Uncle” Collins 
WUrtahis. that hie mother, who belong¬ 
ed to Richard Menefee’s father, and 
whose name waa •Aunft” Bnty Hardin, 
laid told hlrn that when Richard Mene- 
fee was a school boy he was regarded 
by hhi mrhriolirate* as “peculiar,” and 
that he would always, at reefw. go off 
by hinmelf and walk tip and down alone 
until the school was called together 
Again.

A Self-Mnde Man. 


Richard Menifee wfl- a self-made 
man In the highest !.rve f that ex¬ 
pression. It was eariy necessary for 
him to mu ke the mon- *> hlmeelf to pw«y 
hte expenses, while pursuing hte studies 
forth r. The only occupation which 
■cremed open to him at that time wus to 
tend a bar. and without hesitation he 
gtooped to this mean* of procuring the 
Hi.mesjjtt.ry funds. He, hmveier. never 
drwnk, and I am told by the old oolored 
man. mentioned above, who was a serv¬ 
ant in Richard Menefee> family and 
was with him until hte deaLb, that Mr. 
Menefee ne\^er took a drink, even at hte 
own table, where wine was served, ex- 
©ept uj»on one occa»?ion. when ho took 
a few sips of champagne with a party 
of frlendis whom he was entertaining. 
In this episode of Richard Menefet’s 
life we find a curioti3 parallel to a aim- 
liar chapter in the life of Patrick 
Henry, w ho at one time tended a bar. 
The** two distinguished examples. 
Patrick Henry and Richard MerWee, 
•eern to he the only exceptions feund In 
history to the genital rule that bar- 


kvspep ne\>er rS m to higher things. 

Wtf5n Richard Mewfee was eighteen 
years old he entered old Transylvania 
University, at Lexington, and seems to 
have made phenomenal progress In his 
studies. He then studied law with 
Judge James Trimble, nf Mt. Sterling. 
In 1831 he attended lectures in the 
Transylvania Law School, and In 1832 
he was elected < ‘ommonwealthte At¬ 
torney at Mt. Sterling. In August of 
the axmo year, at Lexington, he was 
rmurrlod to MIas Sarah Jouett, the eld¬ 
est daughter of Matthew Jouett, the 
famous Kentucky artist In August 
1836. he wn* elected to represent Mont¬ 
gomery county in the Kentucky I/egte- 
lature. He serv^ed one term In the Leg¬ 
islature with euoh distinction that be 
wus Immediately elects to Congress, 
and took hl« s^it in the latter body at 
the called session of the Twenty-fifth 
Congr ss. In the autumn of 1837. The 
brilliance of his statesmanship and 
oratory during the next two years won 
him more than a n-ctfcmal reputation. 
At the eTcpiratJon of his term he refused 
to stand f<nr re-election, because aa 
Tom Marshall has bociutlfullv pointed 
out. he wteliod to devote hts talents to 
providing all the comforts of life for hte 
wife and children. In the summer of 
1839 he went to Lexington, and hte suc- 
as a pru of I tinner at the- I*rxingtcm 
bar was phetiomenal and overwhelming 
He lived In Lexington only eighteen 
months, and died In that city on Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 1841, from oonmimpMon.

A Brilliant Genius. 








Such. In brief, is all there Is left to re¬ 
late of one of the moat brilliant 
pmluss that ever died co young He 
wa* the Koata of the Kentucky bor. If 
some of the poets have omplalned of 
having “fallen on evil days.” Richard 
Meneree might certainly he considered 
unfortunate In ha\ing lived In a time 
unworthy of his genius. And. what is 
worre. hte countrymen have never ap¬ 
preciated him. We are all prone to 
think with the goddess of Homer, that 

Fame l«. at least, by* heavenly promise

To life so short. 

But. alThough Richard Menefee w-ns, 
undoubtedly, one of the greatest, and 
P0«9ibly the greatest Unvyer, statesman 
and orator that Kentucky has ever pro¬ 
duced. the Stale is so Indifferent to her 
children's fame that, with the exception 
of ’TOiomas F. Marshall’s brilliant eu¬ 
logy and an unsigned riceh h In “The 
lAwy # ers and Lawmakers of K ntucky.”

The writer in “The lawyers and 
IjawnxUten of Kentucky” aays of Mr. 

Menefee: “Tltose who heard him, and 
who. oIbo. heard Henry Clay, say with¬ 
out reftervwtkm or qualification that 
Menefee was the more gifted roan and 
the greeter orator, and that It was the 
early death of Mr. Menefee alone which 
prevented his star from rising percep¬ 
tibly higher in the history of his times 
than that of the Great Commoner.” 

The same writer quotes the verdict of 
the Hon. Madison C. Johnson, late of 
Lexington, who oaJd: “Richard Mene- 
fee te the greatest lawyer I have ever 
met,” and nteo cites a pa«3ge from nn 
article by Judge W. B Kinkead. lats of 
I^exington. In which he said: ”1 have 
known, personally or historically. m«>et 
of the celebrated men of Kentucky, and 
am Unpriced with the belief that Rich¬ 
ard H. Menefee was the ublest man 
ever born in the State." 

The truest index *of greatne?s te the 
Impression wlvlch a genius makes ujs'm 
hte appreciative contemporaries.

F. MarohaM has given u* a brilliant 
appreciation of tho life and services of 
Richard Menefee, and I will here quote 
hte anaJyste of Mr. Menefee’e char¬ 
acter:

Ills deliberate, 
concentrated, disciplined energy. • • •

C ONGRESSMAN MORRELL. of 
Philadelphia, said In the course of 
an address to National Guardsmen:

The greatest of these plants has a 
stem only about a quarter of an Inch 
thick, and at the end it has a leaf or 
a leaflike growth that Is fifty feet long; 
surely the longest leaf In the world. 
This leafy end Is beset with great blad¬ 
ders, each as big as an egg. The blad¬ 
ders are full of sir, and this buoys the 
vast plant up so that It stands upright 
In the water. 

On our own Northwest Pacific coast 
Is another weed that grows to be moro 
than three hundred feet long. At Its 
upper end It has an air bladder shaped 
something like s cask, and from this 
again there grows a toft of fifty or 
more leaf sprays which are thirty feet 
long. 

When the Russians owned Alaska 
and the sea otters were plentiful, they 
christened this weed “sea otter’s cab¬ 
bage.'* bec&uHe the sea otters used to 
climb up on the air bladders and sun 
themselves. 

DespR* the length of the weed and 
the great size of Its air bladders and Its 
fronds, the stem of It Is so thin that 
the Alaskan Indians usd It for fishing 
lines to this day. A queer thing about 
these weed Ashing lines Is that they are 
very brittle when they are dry, but as 
soon ns they are let down Into the wa¬ 
ter L ey get to and pliable again.
